‘A’ and ‘B’ collections will coincide with regular trash pickup 


Mailers begin going 
out today to inform Hen¬ 
derson residents of their 
new curbside recycling 
schedule, which every 
other week will coincide 
with the same day the city 
picks up their garbage. 

The new service will 
begin Jan. 7. 

Don’t throw up your 


hands in despair when you 
first look at the map, which 
can be a little daunting at 
first glance. The impor¬ 
tant thing is to hang onto 
the mailer. Until you get 
used to the new system, 
you might need to refresh 
your memory as to which 
street is the dividing line 
between A and B weeks, 
which determines which 


week you’re scheduled for 
collection. 

“Recycle collections are 
still every other week,” 
noted Todd Chamberlain, 
division sales manager 
for Allied Waste Services, 
which provides the service 
under a contract with the 
city. “We will run five days 
a week recycle collections 
in Henderson, where be¬ 


fore we only ran every 
other week on Friday.” 

Currently, the city is 
divided into five sections, 
where the city collects 
garbage every weekday. 
Allied Waste has split 
each of those so there are 
10 collection areas. That 
may sound confusing, but 
as long as you know when 
the city picks up your gar¬ 


bage you’ll be OK. With 
that fact firmly in mind, 
you need only worry about 
which side of the dividing 
line you are on. You need 
only refer to the route plan 
(see accompanying story) 
to determine whether you 
are A or B week. 

“All of these areas corre¬ 
spond to the city’s collec¬ 
tions of trash,” Chamber¬ 


lain said. “The benefit for 
the resident is one pickup 
day for both trash and re- 
cyclables. That’s really the 
big benefit.” 

You will continue to 
place your recycling bins 
at the same location, which 
means some people will 
place their garbage cans 
on the alley and their re¬ 
cycling bins at the street 
curb. “We’re asking that

A blizzard expected to 
blanket the region with 
more than a foot of snow 
by early this morning 
should make road condi¬ 
tions treacherous for mo¬ 
torists. 

The bulk of precipita¬ 
tion was predicted to fall 
along northwest of a line 
from Paducah to Evans¬ 
ville overnight Tuesday 
and early today, according 
to the National Weather 
Service in Paducah. The 
weather service reported 
Tuesday that meteorolo¬ 
gists were highly confident 
that a “crippling blizzard” 
would strike the area, with 
heaviest snowfall expect¬ 
ed to occur between 9 p.m. 
Tuesday and 6 a.m. today. 

However, warm air 
sneaking into the lower 
levels of the atmosphere 
may have delayed the 
change from rain to snow 
along and east of the Pa- 
ducah-Evansville line until 


between 2-5 a.m. Meteor- 
logists said this could sig¬ 
nificantly cut down on the 
amount of snow foreacast- 
ed, but blizzard conditions 
were still expected. 

Once the snow quits 
falling this morning, me¬ 
teorologists anticipate 
between 10-11 inches to 
cover the ground, although 
as much as a foot could be 


likely in some locations. 
There is a high potential 
for wind gusts that may 
reach 30-40 miles per hour 
or higher. 

Despite the heavy, wet 
nature of the snow, the 
NWS stated there could 
be drifts that measure in 
feet. The combination of 
snow and wind will likely 
cause some power outages, 


as well as making roads 
impassable in some places. 

The blizzard could be on 
par with the Dec. 22,2004 
snowstorm that dropped 
two feet of snow and shut 
down 1-64 for 37 hours, 
said Keith Todd, public 
information officer for the 
Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet District 2. 

The Transportation 
Cabinet urges motorists 
to keep off the roads until 
noon today since driving 
conditions will be brutal, 
said Todd, 

“Normally when a win¬ 
ter storm is coming, we tell 
people to avoid unneces¬ 
sary travel,” he said. “The 
problem we get into is that 
some people’s definition of 
unnecessary travel is dif¬ 
ferent from others.” 

Going to the video store 
to rent video games, which 
Todd said happened to a 
family who got stranded 
in a snowstorm in recent 
years, doesn’t qualify as 
necessary travel. However,

LOUISVILLE - Punishing 
weather that spawned late- 
winter tornadoes and a 
summer drought has been 
voted Kentucky’s top story 
of 2012. 

Kentucky was hit by 
a cluster of tornadoes in 
an early March outbreak 
that killed 23 people, left 
thousands of homes and 
businesses damaged or de¬ 
stroyed and inflicted mil¬ 
lions of dollars in damage. 

A twister packing winds 
up to 140 mph tore through 
parts of eastern Kentucky. 
The storm killed six peo¬ 
ple in Morgan County and 
four more in neighboring 
Johnson and Lawrence 
counties. Other tornadoes 
struck from southern to 
northern Kentucky. 

The town of West Lib¬ 
erty took a direct hit, 
its small downtown left 
smashed. In the ensu¬ 
ing months, homes were 
repaired or rebuilt. Gov¬ 
ernment offices and busi¬ 
nesses reopened. Church¬ 
es posted signs vowing to 
rebuild. 

“If the resilience of the 
people wasn’t there, noth¬ 
ing else would happen,” 
said Tim Conley, the local 
county judge-executive. 

That was followed by a 
brutal summer drought, 


made worse by stretches 
of record-breaking triple¬ 
digit heat. Kentucky’s corn 
crop wilted, resulting in a 
statewide average yield 
that was less than half the 
prior year’s output. 

Still, the farming sector 
showed its resilience. De¬ 
spite the dry spell, agricul¬ 
tural economists predicted 
record farm cash receipts 
surpassing $5 billion for 
the first time in the state. 
Strong commodity prices 
and crop insurance pay¬ 
ments helped offset yield 
losses. 

The one-two punch of 
the tornado outbreak and 
the drought was selected 
as the biggest story in Ken¬ 
tucky this year in voting 
by subscribers and staff 
for The Associated Press. 

Kentucky’s No. 2 story 
was another champion¬ 
ship banner being hoisted 
at Rupp Arena. 

The University of Ken¬ 
tucky men’s basketball 
team won the NCAA 
championship in the 
spring, led by a talented 
crop of underclassmen 
who then took their talents 
to the NBA. The Wildcats 
defeated Kansas 67-59 to 
win the school’s eighth na¬ 
tional title and first since 
1998.

Forty years ago, Phil Brewster 
joined the Corydon Civil Defense. 

“At the time, we didn’t have a 
whole lot of people and the chief 
came to me and asked if I’d join,” 
he said. “It’s like anything else, af¬ 
ter you’ve been on it awhile, you 
get hooked to it.” 

The year was 1972. 

Volunteer firefighting in the 
early ’70s, looked completely dif¬ 
ferent from what it does now, said 
the 69-year-old U.S. Marine Corps 
veteran who was honored by the 
department earlier this month for 


his four decades of service. 

The equipment was “junk,” 
Brewster said. “When I joined, we 
had a truck that quit right after it 
left the station.” 

“Forty years ago, you could 
jump out of a truck (at a fire call) 
with maybe a (turnout) coat ... 
now you have to have full gear,” 
he said. “There’s more training... 
You have to have twice as much 
training... and it’s more demand¬ 
ing.” 

“We use more pressure on fire 
hoses,” he said. “It’s a lot more 
high-tech now. We used to use 
paper and pencil and write down

New York firefighter sniper had killed before

WEBSTER, N.Y.- An ex-con 
killed two firefighters with 
the same caliber and make 
military-style rifle used 
in the Connecticut school 
massacre after typing a 
note pledg¬ 
ing to burn 
down his 
neighbor¬ 
hood and 
“do what I 
like doing 
best, killing 
people,” 
police said 
Tuesday 
as another 
body, believed to be the 
gunman’s missing sister, 
was found. 

William Spengler, 62, 
who served 17 years in 
prison for manslaughter in 
the 1980 hammer slaying 
of his grandmother, set his 
house afire before dawn 
Christmas Eve before tak¬ 
ing a revolver, a shotgun 
and a semiautomatic rifle 
to a sniper position out¬ 
side, Police Chief Gerald 
Pickering said. 

The death toll rose to 
three as police revealed 
that a body believed to be

the killer’s 67-year-old sis¬ 
ter, Cheryl Spengler, was 
found in his fire-ravaged 
home. 

Authorities say he 
sprayed bullets at the first 
responders, killing two 
firefighters and injuring 
two others who remained 
hospitalized Tuesday in 
stable condition, awake 
and alert and expected 
to survive. He then killed 
himself as seven houses 
burned on a sliver of land 
along Lake Ontario. 

Police recovered a mil¬ 
itary-style .223-caliber 
semiautomatic Bushmas- 
ter rifle with flash sup¬ 
pression, the same make 
and caliber weapon used 
in the elementary school 
massacre in Newtown, 
Conn., Pickering said. 

The chief said it was 
believed the firefighters 
were hit with shots from 
the rifle given the distance 
but the investigation was 
incomplete. 

“He was equipped to go 
to war, kill innocent peo¬ 
ple,” the chief said. 

The two- to three-page 
typewritten rambling note 
left by Spengler did not re¬ 
veal what set off the killer 
or provide a motive for 
the shootings, Pickering

said. He called the attack 
a “clear ambush on first 
responders.” 

He declined to reveal 
the note’s full content or 
say where it was found. He 
read only one chilling line: 
“I still have to get ready to 
see how much of the neigh¬ 
borhood I can burn down, 
and do what I like doing 
best, killing people.” 

Pickering said it was un¬ 
clear whether the person 
believed to be Spengler’s sis¬ 
ter died before or during the 
fire. “It was a raging inferno 
in there,” Pickering said. 

A next-door neighbor 
said Spengler hated his 
sister and they lived on op¬ 
posite sides of the house. 


As Pickering described 
it and as emergency radio 
communications on the 
scene showed, the heav¬ 
ily armed Spengler took a 
position behind a small hill 
by the house as four fire¬ 
fighters arrived after 5:30 
a.m. to extinguish the fire: 
two on a fire truck; two in 
their own vehicles. 

They were immedi¬ 
ately greeted by bullets 
from Spengler. Volunteer 
firefighter and police Lt. 
Michael Chiapperini, 43, 
driving the truck, was 
killed by gunfire as the 
windshield before him was 
shattered. Also killed was 
Tomasz Kaczowka, 19, who 
worked as a 911 dispatcher. 


Fiscal cliff deal likely if GOP let Dems provide most of votes

WASHINGTON -In case the 
public weren’t frustrated 
enough over Congress’ 
failure to resolve the “fis¬ 
cal cliff,” consider this: 
lawmakers probably could 
enact a compromise quick¬ 
ly and easily if Republican 
leaders let Democrats pro¬ 
vide most of the votes. 

That would give Demo¬ 
crats a bigger voice in the 
bargain, of course, which 
the Republican-led House 
is loath to do. That’s why 
about 10 percent of the 
House’s members — 
staunch anti-tax conser¬ 
vatives — were able to 
thwart Speaker John Boeh- 
ner’s bid to pass a narrowly 
crafted bill that might have 
strengthened his bargain¬ 
ing hand. 

By trying to pass his 


plan with GOP votes alone, 
Boehner could afford to 
lose only two dozen of the 
241 House Republicans. 
His private head count 
found nearly twice that 
many defectors, party in¬ 
siders say, forcing Boehner 
to give up without seeking 
a formal vote. The miscal¬ 
culation left negotiations 
in disarray as the Dec. 31 
deadline nears. 

The House’s 192 Demo¬ 
crats essentially sat on the 
sidelines, bit players in last 
week’s House drama. 

House speakers tradi¬ 
tionally advance major 
legislation only if most of 
their party’s members sup¬ 
port it. 

It’s called the “major¬ 
ity of the majority” rule 
of thumb. But past speak¬ 
ers, including Democrat 
Nancy Pelosi and Repub- 


Pope’s Christmas message focuses on Mideast 


■ Pontiff also desires 
additional religious 
freedoms in China

VATICAN CITY -In his Christmas mes¬ 
sage to the world Tuesday, Pope 
Benedict XVI called for an end to 
the slaughter in Syria and for more 
meaningful negotiations between 
Israelis and Palestinians, while en¬ 
couraging more religious freedom 
under China’s new leaders. 

Delivering the traditional speech 
from the central balcony of St. Pe¬ 
ter’s Basilica, Benedict also encour¬ 
aged Arab spring nations, especially 
Egypt, to build just and respectful 
societies. 

The pope prayed that China’s new 
leadership may “esteem the contri¬ 
bution of the religions, in respect for 
each other” to help build a “fraternal 
society for the benefit of that noble 
people.” 

It was a clear reference to the Chi¬ 
nese government’s often harsh treat¬ 
ment of Catholics loyal to the pontiff 
instead of to the state-sanctioned 
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church. Earlier this month, the Vati¬ 
can refused to accept the decision by 
Chinese authorities to revoke the title 
of a Shanghai bishop, who had been 
appointed in a rare show of consensus 
between the Holy See and China. 

As the 85-year-old pontiff, bun¬ 
dled up in an ermine-trimmed red 
cape, gingerly stepped foot on the 
balcony, the pilgrims, tourists and 
Romans below backing St. Peter’s 
Square erupted in cheers. 

Less than 12 hours earlier, Bene¬ 
dict had led a two-hour long Christ¬ 
mas Eve ceremony in the basilica. He 
sounded hoarse and looked weary 
as he read his Christmas message 
and then holiday greetings in 65 
languages. 

In his “Urbi et Orbi” speech, 
which traditionally reviews world 
events and global challenges, Bene¬ 
dict prayed that “peace spring up for 
the people of Syria, deeply wounded 
and divided by a conflict that does 
not spare even the defenseless and 
reaps innocent victims.” 

He called for easier access to help 
refugees and for “dialogue in the 
pursuit of a political solution to the 
conflict.” 

Benedict prayed that God “grant 
Israelis and Palestinians courage to 


end long years of conflict and divi¬ 
sion, and to embark resolutely on the 
path to negotiation.” 

Israel, backed by the United 
States, opposed the Palestinian 
statehood bid, saying it was a ploy 
to bypass negotiations, something 
the Palestinians deny. Talks stalled 
four years ago. 

Senior Palestinian official Saeb Er- 
ekat said that in a meeting with the 
pope last week, Palestinian Presi¬ 
dent Mahmoud Abbas “emphasized 
our total readiness to resume nego¬ 
tiations.” The Palestinians have not 
dropped their demand that Israel 
first stop settlement activities before 
returning to the negotiating table. 

Hours earlier, in the ancient 
Bethlehem church built over the 
site where tradition holds Jesus was 
born, candles illuminated the sacred 
site and the joyous sound of prayer 
filled its overflowing halls. 

Overcast skies and a cold wind 
in the Holy Land didn’t dampen the 
spirits of worshippers in the bibli¬ 
cal West Bank town. Bells pealed 
and long lines formed inside the 
fourth-century Church of the Na¬ 
tivity complex as Christian faithful 
waited to see the grotto that is Jesus’ 
traditional birthplace. 


lican Dennis Hastert, have 
ignored the rule at times.

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Kentucky drug treatment options limited

LOUISVILLE- A newspaper inves¬ 
tigation has found that in a state 
plagued with one of the worst 
prescription drug abuse prob¬ 
lems in the nation, treatment 
options are woefully limited. 

The Courier-Journal (http:// 
cjky.it/U4ejSn ) reports the 
problem is even worse for hard¬ 
core addicts in need of the most 
intense care. The newspaper 


published a series of stories on 
the problem last week as part of 
a years-long look at the state’s 
prescription drug abuse epi¬ 
demic. 

The newspaper found: 

■ Only 40 of Kentucky’s 301 
treatment and recovery sites 
offer 24-hour residential care, 
which experts say may be the 
only hope for the most severely 
addicted. And those 40 centers 
are concentrated in just 19 of the 


state’s 120 counties, mostly in 
urban areas, meaning addicts in 
rural counties often must travel 
hours for help. 

■ Nearly 80 percent of Ken¬ 
tucky sites listed by the U.S. Sub¬ 
stance Abuse and Mental Health 
Services Administration — 235 
— are for outpatients only, typi¬ 
cally offering one hour of care 
a week. The other 26 include a 
mix of non-residential types, or 
another type, such as hospital 


detoxification. 

■ Kentuckians tend to get less 
intensive treatment than Ameri¬ 
cans overall. Two-thirds of the 
21,474 Kentuckians admitted for 
treatment of any drug addiction 
in 2009 entered once-weekly 
outpatient care, compared with 
46 percent nationally. Less than 
5 percent entered residential 
care, compared with 17 percent 
nationally. 

■ Treatment shortages are 


most severe in Appalachian 
counties with the state’s high¬ 
est overdose rates. Six Kentucky 
counties that rank among the 10 
highest for overdose deaths have 
just one outpatient center or no 
center at all. 

■ The state’s overwhelming 
need for treatment means that 
addicts face waiting lists even in 
the two counties with the most 
centers — Jefferson with 32 and 
Fayette with 25.

Why is embassy 
safety responsibility 
of State Department? 

Some of the U.S. officials involved in protecting 
our diplomats in Libya apparently believed that the 
United States was basking in the revolutionary glow 
of the overthrow of Moammar Gadhafi. 

That glow turned into a raging inferno of violence 
Sept. 11 that claimed four Americans, including Am¬ 
bassador J. Christopher Stevens. 

An independent panel blamed the deaths on poor 
security preparations, a lack of trained personnel 
at the Benghazi consulate and a reliance on Libyan 
militias to provide security. 

Four State Department officials were removed or 
resigned, including the head of security. 

The bigger question is whether the State Depart¬ 
ment, whose culture is one of openness and engage¬ 
ment, should even be responsible for protecting 
Americans abroad. 

Is the Bureau of Diplomatic Security, with 34,000 
employees protecting 275 missions around the 
world, miscast in a role that could be led by the 
military? 

For now, State Department officials want more 
money and promise to do a better job on security. 
The Pentagon is not likely to volunteer for a new 
mission of protecting embassies when it is trying 
to draw down forces from overseas. 

The protection of American diplomats is only 
likely to become more difficult, however. Our diplo¬ 
mats should be focused on carrying out U.S. policy 
by being deeply engaged in the countries where 
they are based. 

Somebody has to have their backs.

Olympic medalists 
have longer lifespans

First, be advised that 
the Christmas issue of 
the British Medical Jour¬ 
nal is, by design, a display 
case full of spoofs and 
somewhat silly, offbeat 
research. 

Still, the hardly surpris¬ 
ing news from Australian 
researchers that Olympic 
medalists are likely to 
outlive the rest of us by 
an average of 2.8 years is 
another nudge to get off 
the couch and into some 
exercise. 

The conclusion was 
based on analysis of the 
records of more than 
15,000 medalists from 
nine countries, who won 
medals between 1896 and 
2010, matched against 
the life expectancy of the 
general population in their 
country. 

Survival advantage was 
the same no matter what

the athlete’s age or sex, or 
whether they took gold, 
silver or bronze. 

A second study, which 
tracked nearly 10,000 
Olympic athletes (who 
competed between 1896 
and 1936) with a known 
age at death, offers a bit of 
cheer for those of us who 
don’t train like Michael 
Phelps. 

There seems to be no 
survival advantage to 
participating in a high-in- 
tensity sport. Golfers and 
cricket players had about 
the same mortality rate as 
cyclists or rowers. 

However, the research 
found that those who par¬ 
ticipated in sports with a 
lot of physical contact and 
collisions — such as box¬ 
ing or ice hockey — had an 
11 percent greater risk of 
death than the other ath¬ 
letes. (American football 
has never been an Olympic 
sport; rugby was included 
through 1928.) 


Well, this Christmas is 
now Christmas Past, or at 
least one of’em.

I wish they could have en¬ 
joyed the Christmas joy 
that our clan did — a sim¬ 
ple but beloved holiday.

There was much shop¬ 
ping and squirreling away 
of presents, always with 
the hope that I wouldn’t 
lose track of a package. 

We devoted ourselves 
to Advent studies with 
our small groups at 
church. Donna had nu¬ 
merous rehearsals for her 
various church singing 
gigs — from “Messiah” a 
couple of weeks ago to the 
Christmas Eve candlelight 
services. 

Each evening we had 
some Christmas cards to 
open, and I watched du¬ 
tifully while Donna ad¬ 
dressed cards that “we” 
sent out. 

There was some bell 
ringing. There was the 
procurement of a Christ¬ 
mas tree — a rather slen¬ 
der specimen, we discov¬ 
ered after bringing it home 
and cutting off the net¬ 
ting in which it had been 
wrapped. 

There was the annual 
disappointment of how 
few strings of lights, most 
of them only one year old, 
were still fully functional. 

There was the inevita¬ 
ble appearance of tempt¬ 
ing sweets at work and at 
home — especially Cho 
’O Rons, the delicious 
crunchy cookies baked by 
our friend Ron. Even ex¬ 
tra time on the treadmill 
at the YMCA and walks 
around town couldn’t pre¬ 
vent some added pounds. 

There was Christmas 
music — oh, was there 
Christmas music. We 
harked when herald angels 
sang and we had ourselves 
a merry little Christmas; 
we listened to Eartha Kitt 
mouth sweet nothings to 
Santa Baby and, heaven 
help us, we heard about 
Dominick the Donkey. 
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The Gleaner’s Opinion Page is an open forum for viewpoints - 
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We watched Christmas 
movies: George C. Scott 
as Scrooge, Chevy Chase 
as Clark Griswald, Jimmy 
Stewart as George Bailey. 
And we watched Ralphie 
get that dad-blamed Red 
Ryder BB gun, over and 
over and over again. 

As the days drew near¬ 
er, the pace quickened. 
Present wrapping was 
squeezed into every free 
moment. Much of Saturday 
was spent near Caneyville 
hosting Donna’s family’s 
Christmas party, a gath¬ 
ering of some 35 people 
spanning four generations 
that included a spirited 
two-hour-long Dirty Santa 
gift exchange. 

Back home, there was 
church on Sunday, then 
some food preparation and 
more gift wrapping. Un¬ 
able to attend the Christ¬ 
mas open house hosted 
Saturday afternoon by 
our friends Dick and Mary, 
we were invited to crash 
their family luncheon on 
Sunday — a joyous affair 
that included a tourtiere 
(a traditional French Ca¬ 
nadian meat pie), a very 
nice $10 bottle of cabernet 
sauvignon and much atten¬ 
tion devoted to Brock, the 
golden retriever that is our 
god-dog. 

Coming home for a nap, 
we realized that we had 
just about hit the wall. I 
was so tired that I couldn’t 
sleep. 

But at 5 p.m., we were 
back at church for a Christ¬ 
mas Eve-eve service — 
or, as Pastor Jim put it, a 
“Christmas Adam service” 
(because Adam came be¬ 
fore Eve). Then there was a 
drive out to the country for 
a small Christmas gather¬ 
ing with friends. 

We got home a little 
late and got to bed. Five 
minutes later — or so it 
seemed — the alarm went 


off. It was 5:25 a.m. on 
Christmas Eve, time to get 
up to go to the Y before go¬ 
ing to work. 

I shut off the alarm. “We 
need the sleep more than 
we need the Y,” I mumbled, 
and Donna mumbled her 
agreement. 

So it is that this was the 
Christmas when I didn’t 
get to wear Old Spice — 
and the year I bought a 
guy some deodorant for 
Christmas. 

Therein lies a story. 

It isn’t easy for me to get 
up at 5:25 a.m. three days a 
week to go to the gym. One 
of the ways that I encour¬ 
age myself to get up is to 
reward myself with some 
Old Spice cologne. 

Some people know Old 
Spice only because of some 
edgy TV commercials in 
recent years. But I used 
Old Spice before Old Spice 
was cool. 

I knew Old Spice back 
in the 1970s. I wore it in 
the intervening decades 
when Old Spice was what 
people’s dads (and grand¬ 
dads) smelled like. I knew 
Old Spice before the mar¬ 
keting campaign that de¬ 
clared: “If your grandfa¬ 
ther hadn’t worn it, you 
wouldn’t exist.” 

I’ve appreciated its scent 
— sometimes described 
as “Oriental spicy” — as 
clean and classic. And 
somewhere along the line, 
I developed a discipline: If 
I go to the Y for an hour- 
long workout, I’m entitled 
to splash on Old Spice that 
day, and the day after that. 
But if I skip the Y on the 
third day, I have to deny 
myself Old Spice. It’s silly, 
but it’s been effective. 

A fellow Y member who 
works out at the same time 
as us picked up on my rou¬ 
tine, and it became a run¬ 
ning joke between us. I 
became the Old Spice Guy. 

Recently, my friend 
mentioned that he liked 
Old Spice clear gel deodor¬ 
ant, but had been to a cou¬ 
ple of Wal-Marts without 
finding any. 

At a pharmacy a couple 
of days later, I thought I 
found his gel; I brought it 
to the Y a week ago, but it 


turned out to just be the 
regular stick deodorant. 

But apparently ap¬ 
preciating my effort, my 
buddy presented me with 
a wrapped present at the 
Y a couple of days later 
that bore an uncanny re¬ 
semblance to a container 
of Old Spice shower gel. 
“No shaking it,” he warned 
cheerfully, “and no smell¬ 
ing it.” 

That inspired me to 
redouble my efforts. I 
scoured local drugstores, 
groceries and mass mer¬ 
chandise stores for Old 
Spice gel deodorant, with 
no luck. 

At T&T Drugs, pharma¬ 
cist John Marshall picked 
up on my quest; he called 
his distributor and learned 
that Old Spice owner 
Procter & Gamble had 
stopped making the gel.

Walking past the ga¬ 
rage, I found a rear en¬ 
trance where a delivery 
man had already left a 
couple of packages. I set 
my wrapped present on 
top of the pile and left. 

I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened after that. I like to 
think that his wife found it 
and, though puzzled by the 
gift tag, put the box under 
their tree. 

And so this Christmas 
might become known in 
their family as the year 
that a gift of deodorant 
came from somebody 
named “O.S. Guy.”

Loss of big, 
old trees 
devastating 
ecosystems

It’s not news to people 
in the Pacific Northwest 
that most of the giant firs 
and cedars that once dom¬ 
inated the region’s forests 
are long gone — felled by 
decades of logging. 

But a review of ecosys¬ 
tems around the world 
finds that big trees are 
vanishing almost every¬ 
where — and aren’t being 
replaced. 

“What we’re seeing is 
a global phenomenon,” 
said ecologist David Lin- 
denmayer of Australian 
National University, lead 
author of a paper pub¬ 
lished in the journal Sci¬ 
ence. “There are different 
sets of drivers — it might 
be fire, logging, drought, 
disease — but they all lead 
to basically the same out¬ 
come.” 

The loss of big, old 
trees can be devastat¬ 
ing to thousands of other 
species that nest and take 
shelter in their branches 
and cavities, said Uni¬ 
versity of Washington 
forestry professor Jerry 
Franklin, a co-author of 
the paper. 

In some forests, nearly a 
third of all birds, reptiles, 
mammals or marsupials 
make their homes in an¬ 
cient trees, the scientists 
reported. 

Many forest ecosystems 
are so altered by invasive 
species, human manage¬ 
ment and shifting climate 
that young trees no longer 
are able to grow into behe¬ 
moths, the scientists said. 

“The stakes are very 
high,” he said. “Big trees 
can be lost very quickly, 
but it can take centuries 
for them to be replaced.” 


UKRAINE_ 

Police helicopter 
crashes, kills five 

KIEV - A police helicop¬ 
ter belonging to Ukraine’s 
Interior Ministry crashed 
shortly after takeoff Tues¬ 
day in the central part of 
the country, killing five 
people on board, officials 
said. 

The Mi-8 helicopter 
slammed into the ground 
just after taking off from an 
airport in the city of Alex¬ 
andria in the Kirovograd 
region, about 200 miles 
southeast of the capital of 
Kiev, ministry spokesman 
Serhiy Burlakov said. 

Investigators were 
working to determine 
what caused the helicop¬ 
ter to hit the ground as it 
was gaining speed Tues¬ 
day afternoon, Burlakov 
said. Three of the dead 
were crew members, and 
two were ground staff on 
board the helicopter. 

ISRAEL 

More homes planned 
for East Jerusalem 

JERUSALEM - Israel has 
advanced the process of 
building 942 more settler 
homes in East Jerusalem 
under a new fast-track plan 
to tighten its grip on the 
territory, which the Pales¬ 
tinians claim as the capital 
of a future state.

HUDSON, Wis. - It started 
as a simple tribute to his 
mother, a teacher and bib¬ 
liophile.

VP: Chavez is up, 
walking around 

CARACAS - Vice Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Maduro sur¬ 
prised Venezuelans with a 
Christmas Eve announce¬ 
ment that President Hugo 
Chavez was up and walk¬ 
ing two weeks after cancer 
surgery in Cuba, but the 
news did little to ease un¬ 
certainty surrounding the 
leader’s condition. 

Sounding giddy, Mad¬ 
uro told state television 
Venezolana de Televi¬ 
sion that he had spoken 
by phone with Chavez for 
20 minutes Monday night. 
It was the first time a top 
Venezuelan government 
official had confirmed 
talking personally with 
Chavez since the Dec. 11 
operation, his fourth can¬ 
cer surgery since 2011. 

“He was in a good 
mood,” Maduro said. “He 
was walking, he was exer¬ 
cising.” 

Chavez supporters re¬ 
acted with relief, but the 
statement inspired more 
questions, given the sparse 
information the Ven¬ 
ezuelan government has 
provided so far about the 
president’s cancer. Chavez 
has kept secret various 
details about his illness, 
including the precise loca¬ 
tion of the tumors and the 
type of cancer. His long¬ 
term prognosis remains a 
mystery.

BEIRUT - Syrian rebels 
captured a northern town 
near the Turkish border 
Tuesday after weeks of 
heavy fighting and at¬ 
tacked an air base in a 
neighboring province, ac¬ 
tivists said.

Egyptian 
constitution 
backed by 
Morsi OK’d

CAIRO - The official ap¬ 
proval of Egypt’s disputed, 
Islamist-backed constitu¬ 
tion Tuesday held out little 
hope of stabilizing the 
country after two years of 
turmoil and Islamist Presi¬ 
dent Mohammed Morsi 
may now face a more imme¬ 
diate crisis with the econo¬ 
my falling into distress. 

The battle over the con¬ 
stitution left Egypt deeply 
polarized at a time when the 
government is increasingly 
cash-strapped. Supporters 
of the charter campaigned 
for it on the grounds that 
it will lead to stability, im¬ 
prove the grip of Morsi 
and his allies on state in¬ 
stitutions, restore investor 
confidence and bring back 
tourists. 

But there already are 
multiple fights on the hori¬ 
zon. The U.S. State Depart¬ 
ment bluntly told Morsi it 
was now time to make 
compromises, acknowledg¬ 
ing deep concerns over the 
constitution. 

Morsi signed a decree 
Tuesday night that put 
the new constitution into 
effect after the election 
commission announced 
the official results of the 
referendum held over the 
past two weekends. It said 
the constitution has passed 
with a 63.8 percent “yes.” 
Turnout of 32.9 percent of 
Egypt’s nearly 52 million 
registered voters was lower 
than most other elections 
since the uprising nearly 
two years ago that ousted 
authoritarian leader Hosni 
Mubarak 

Morsi is expected to call 
for a new election of parlia¬ 
ment’s lawmaking lower 
house within two months.

“This is pretty much a 
no-impact way to change 
my appearance,” Jensen 
said. “I could do a tattoo 
or a piercing but that’s not 
where I’m going.” 

He’s lucky. Lots of guys 
his age don’t have the fol¬ 
licles to pull it off. 

Jensen’s balding Ul¬ 
timate Frisbee buddies 
know Christmas is near 
when his hair starts look¬ 
ing like Santa Claus. He 
doesn’t have the body fat 
to wear the red suit, and he 
doesn’t do beards. 

Around the Snohom¬ 
ish County courthouse in 


Everett, he’s “that lawyer 
who cuts his hair once a 
year.” 

He gets compliments on 
his thick wavy locks. 

“I had a client who said 
she wasn’t sure she could 
have an attorney who had 
nicer hair than her,” he 
said. 

He has mostly kept his 
hair long since graduat¬ 
ing from a military high 
school in Minnesota.

After setting up a solo prac¬ 
tice specializing in real es¬ 
tate, he let the gray stuffhit 
his collar. He shaved it off 
on his birthday in Decem¬ 
ber, and the habit stuck. 

“It got be a trademark,” 
he said. 

Jensen grew up in an era 
when dads told their sons 
to cut their hair. He tells 


his three grown sons not to 
cut their hair. They don’t 
listen. 

“They always have very 
short hair,” he said. “They 
see Dad and they aren’t go¬ 
ing that way.” 

His daughter, Dana, 20, 
likes him both as hippie 
dad and bald dad. 

“I like the change,” 
she said after Thursday’s

Workers say charity gave little money to veterans

NASHVILLEJenn.- A veter¬ 
ans charity already under 
scrutiny for how it raised 
hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in Tennessee hand¬ 
ed out only a fraction of the 
money in the form of gift 
cards and threatened to 
fire workers if they didn’t 
meet fundraising quotas, 
former employees say. 

The Stuart, Fla.-based 
Veterans Support Organi¬ 
zation has been criticized 
by other groups for how 
it uses donations raised 
outside retail stores and 
supermarkets. It had been 
fined by Tennessee for 
making false claims about 
the benefits it offered, and 
Connecticut lawmakers 
called for a federal inves¬ 
tigation before the group’s 
Tennessee branch closed 
last month. 

However, former em¬ 
ployees interviewed by 
The Associated Press 
shed new details on how 
the charity operated. For 
instance, it claimed to help 
veterans and non-veterans 
by providing them jobs, 
but disciplined people who 
didn’t meet fundraising 
quotas. It also claimed to 
provide housing and help 
for poor or homeless vet¬ 
erans, though the former 
workers say that amounted 
to little more than a rented 
home in Tennessee where 
the workers were charged 
$400 a month for bunk 
beds and plastic dressers. 

It’s not the first such 
charity to be scrutinized 
as thousands of veterans 
leave the military after 
serving in the wars in 
Iraq and Afghanistan. In 
Ohio, for instance, a man 
has been charged with 
running a $100 million 
scam through a bogus 
charity collecting dona¬ 
tions for Navy veterans. 
Other charities around the 
country have been scruti¬ 
nized for spending large 
portions of the donations 
they receive on operating 
expenses. 

VSO reported raising 
nearly $8.5 million nation¬ 
wide during the last fiscal 
year, but leaders emptied 
its office in Madison and 


Camry performs poorly on new crash test

DETROIT - The Toyota Camry, the best¬ 
selling car in the U.S., performed poorly 
this year in a new crash test and failed to 
get the best safety rating from an insur¬ 
ance industry group. 

The Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety gave the Camry a “Poor” rating on 
a test that measures how well people are 
protected when the front corner of a car 
hits another car or an object. 

The Camry still did well on the insti¬ 
tute’s other four tests and earned a “Top 
Safety Pick” designation. But it failed to 
get a “Top Safety Pick-Plus” rating be¬ 
cause of the bad performance on the new 
“small overlap” test of corner crashes. 

Ten moderately priced midsize cars 
got the institute’s highest rating. They 
include the Honda Accord, Chrysler 200, 
Dodge Avenger, Ford Fusion, Kia Optima, 
Nissan Altima, Subaru Legacy and Out¬ 
back, Suzuki Kashai and the Volkswagen 
Passat. 

Toyota’s Prius v gas-electric hybrid 
wagon also performed poorly on the new 
test, but still earned a “Top Safety Pick” 
designation. 

“Toyota’s engineers have a lot of work 


to do to match the performance of their 
competitors,” IIHS President Adrian 
Lund said in a statement Thursday. 

Toyota said in a statement that IIHS 
has raised the bar with the new test, ex¬ 
ceeding U.S. government requirements. 
But the company said it will respond to 
the challenge. “We are evaluating the 
new test protocols and can say that there 
will not be one single solution to achieve 
greater crash performance in this area,” 
the statement said. 

Through November, Toyota has sold 
more than 373,000 Camrys in the U.S. It 
is the top-selling car in the U.S. almost 
every year. 

Both the Prius v and Camry performed 
well in moderate front-end crash tests, as 
well as side impact, roof strength and rear 
impact tests, the institute said. 

Moderately priced midsize cars outper¬ 
formed midsize luxury cars in the new test, 
the institute said. The only midsize luxury 
cars to earn a “Top Safety Pick-Plus” award 
were the Acura TL and Volvo S60. 

IIHS is a nonprofit research group 
funded by auto insurance companies. It 
develops crash tests to cut deaths, injuries 
and property damage losses from car and 
truck crashes. 


of $286,000 for president 
and founder Richard Van 
Houten.

The charity also claims 
that it has housing pro¬ 
grams in six chapters, in¬ 
cluding Tennessee, that 
aim to provide “sober, sub¬ 
sidized, transitional living 
for indigent veterans and 
to offer supportive services 
to help veterans recover 
from addiction and/or 
life’s misfortunes quickly 
so they can return to a 
successful, independent 
lifestyle.” 

The charity’s former 
workers said all the pro¬ 
gram amounted to in Ten¬ 
nessee was a rented house. 
They claim they were not 
provided with food, cloth¬ 
ing or social services. 

The charity’s executives 
would not answer ques¬ 
tions about the housing 
program.

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Jones said the charity 
claimed the house it rented 
in Madison was part of the 
program as it charged the 
workers $400 a month to 
live there. McKenzie, who 
was living in the home, 
said all the charity provid¬ 
ed them in the home was 
bunk beds — but no sheets 
— and plastic dressers for 
their clothes. 

Some employees said 
the charity’s work pro¬ 
gram did keep them off 
the street, but they were 
caught by surprise when it 
ended suddenly. 

Kerry Rankins, a 
52-year-old Army veter¬ 
an, said he’s been involved 
with the charity for more 
than two years. He lost his 
job at a florist in 2009 and 
was hired by Jones to raise 
money. 

“I started making my 
finances, kinda got myself 
back on level with my fi¬ 
nances,” he said. “It really 
helped me out.”

laid off about 20 workers 
the day before Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. Charity officials de¬ 
clined to answer questions 
about the workers’ claims, 
but provided a short state¬ 
ment. 

The Tennessee chapter 
was raising tens of thou¬ 
sands of dollars a month 
at its peak, former chapter 
manager Kurt Jones told 
the AP, who was among 
those laid off. However, 
he said, its only donations 
were about $400 worth of 
Walmart gift cards given 
every other month to Vet¬ 
erans Affairs facilities in 
Tennessee and Kentucky. 

Jones estimated the 
chapter raised almost $1.5 
million in his two years as 
manager, but very little 
benefited veterans in those 
states. 

“I can promise you that I 
have probably given away 
$25,000 out of the money 
that was raised in that of¬ 
fice,” he said. 

Justin Wells, director of 
operations, said in a state¬ 
ment the charity decided 
to close both its chapters in 
Tennessee and New York 
to focus on launching new 
markets that would allow 
them to hire more veter¬ 
ans. 

“Our national organi¬ 
zation currently employs 
over 150 veterans and in¬ 
vests 70 percent of dona¬ 
tions into a work and hous¬ 


ing program that helps 
veterans get off the street 
and into the workforce, but 
the economic challenges 
of our Tennessee chapter 
were affecting our ability 
to operate elsewhere,” he 
said in a statement. He did 
not describe the economic 
challenges. 

The charity receives 
no government grants. Its 
only fundraising comes 
from employees who so¬ 
licit donations outside of 
malls and retail stores, 
which it claims as a work 
program for veterans and 
nonveterans. 

Chapters and their em¬ 
ployees were required to 
meet monthly fundrais¬ 
ing goals, and employees 
who didn’t could lose their 
jobs, Jones said. If solici¬ 
tors didn’t start bringing 
in $1,000 after a month on 
the job, Jones said he was 
tasked with giving them 
written disciplinary warn¬ 
ings that could lead to dis¬ 
missals. 

“The only thing they 
cared about was their 
quota,” said DeMarcus 
McKenzie, 38, one of the 
workers in Tennessee. 
“They don’t care if it is cold 
or raining, they don’t care.” 

According to the 2011 
earnings report to the IRS, 
the charity took in contri¬ 
butions of nearly $8.5 mil¬ 
lion but distributed less 
than $300,000 in grants 


and contributions. More 
than $1.8 million went to 
salaries and compensation,

Meryl Streep, 62, 
wins her third Oscar for 
“The Iron Lady.” It’s her 
17th nomination, a record. 
The whole ceremony has a 
vintage feel: Billy Crystal 
is back as host a year after 
the rocky appearance of 
the “young and hip” hosts, 
James Franco and Anne 
Hathaway. The best sup¬ 


porting actor, Christopher 
Plummer, is 82, and the best 
picture, “The Artist,” is a 
throwback to silent films. 
Meanwhile, all hail Madon¬ 
na — at 54, not only does 
she score at the Super Bowl 
with her halftime show, but 
by year’s end, her MDNA 
global tour will be the high¬ 
est grossing of any in 2012. 
(Second place? That goes to 
Bruce Springsteen, age 63.) 

MARCH: 

Enter springtime, and 
youth again: Billboard’s 
top moneymaker for 2011 
is Taylor Swift, less than 
half Madonna’s age. In 
2012, Swift will have the 
biggest sales week for 
any album in a decade, 
for “Red.” She also writes 
for the soundtrack of one 
of the year’s hottest mov¬ 
ies, “The Hunger Games.” 
Speaking of which, Jenni¬ 
fer Lawrence, 22, becomes 
a breakout star this year, 
rocketing to fame as Kat- 
niss Everdeen in the first 
installment of the Suzanne 
Collins trilogy. In fashion, 
Marc Jacobs’ Louis Vuitton 
show in Paris has models 
in Edwardian hats stepping 
off a reconstructed retro 
steam train, with valets 
carrying vintage-inspired 
hat boxes. 

APRIL: 

In technology news, 
Facebook buys Instagram 
for a cool $1 billion, bank¬ 
ing on people’s insatiable 
desire to share photos of 
their most mundane mo¬ 
ments. And oh yes, it’s an 
election year, and it’s dog 
eat dog: Talk focuses on 
Seamus, GOP candidate 
Mitt Romney’s Irish set¬ 
ter. The pooch is long de¬ 
parted, but the image of 
him strapped to the roof 
of the family car, suffer¬ 
ing gastric distress, is too 
much for many dog lov¬ 
ers to stomach (sorry) and 
will continue to dog Rom¬ 
ney (sorry) for some time. 
Romney supporters, mean¬ 


while, point out that Barack 
Obama sampled dog meat 
as a child. 

MAY: 

The weather’s getting 
warm, and certain phras¬ 
es are fast becoming in¬ 
grained into our conscious¬ 
ness. One of them is “Call 
Me Maybe”; Carly Rae Je- 
psen’s dangerously catchy 
tune hits No. 1 on iTunes. 
Another is “Fifty Shades 
of Grey.”

Who’d have thought the 
cheesy words “Hey, Sexy 
Lady” would go so far? 
South Korean singer Psy’s 
video of his song “Gang- 
nam Style,” emerges this 
month and the rest is his¬ 
tory — it will become the 
most watched YouTube clip 
of all time. At the London 
Olympics, young athletes 
like the ebullient gym¬ 
nast Gabby Douglas and 
swimmer Missy Franklin, 
both 17, shine, but Michael 
Phelps — now 27 — still 
shows fellow swimmers 
how it’s done, and 70-year- 
old Sir Paul McCartney de¬ 
livers a soulful “Hey Jude” 
at the opening ceremony. 
Meanwhile, Queen Eliza¬ 
beth II gamely partici¬ 
pates in a sketch in which 
she parachutes into the 
stadium. 

AUGUST: 

Fifty years ago this 
month, Marilyn Monroe 
died, and look how a ’50s 
icon has become a 21st- 
century phenom. Her 
platinum locks, slightly 
parted ruby lips, and curvy, 
clinging styles are copied 
by actresses and singers 
from Madonna to Taylor 
Swift to Lindsay Lohan 


to Rihanna to Nicole Kid¬ 
man. And there are a slew 
of Marilyn-themed en¬ 
terprises on the horizon. 
Meanwhile, crusty Clint 
Eeastwood, 82, makes our 
night at the GOP conven¬ 
tion with his infamous 
“empty chair” chat with 
President Obama. It be¬ 
comes one of the enduring 
moments of the campaign, 
if also the most puzzling. 

SEPTEMBER: 

The most uninhibited 
person on the planet is 
now officially Dunham, 
who gets naked at the Em- 
mys — she sits naked on a 
toilet and eats a birthday 
cake, to be precise, in an 
opening skit. At the MTV 
Video Music Awards, the 
boy band One Direction 
makes its mark as a new 
teen-girl obsession. But 
look who’s also making 
waves: Bill Clinton, 66, who 
rocks the Democratic Con¬ 
vention with an energetic 
speech that shows he can 
still inspire the masses. As 
for little Sasha and Malia 
Obama, the country does 
a double-take; in four years 
they’ve become two ma¬ 
ture and fashionable young 
women. 

OCTOBER: 

Binders full of women! 
Big Bird! Malarkey! De¬ 
bate season is on, so let the 
instant memes begin. This 
is the first election where 
you could have followed 
the debates purely via 
Twitter. Surprise, Dun¬

And we must men¬ 
tion the oldest pop-culture 
hero of the year: Abraham 
Lincoln is back, courtesy of 
Steven Spielberg’s movie 
and a typically mesmeriz¬ 
ing performance by Daniel 
Day-Lewis. 

DECEMBER: 

As the year ends, the 
world is abuzz with news 
of a royal pregnancy. Soon, 
a baby will be one of the 
biggest celebrities in the 
world. But for now, let’s 
give a shoutout to the Roll¬ 
ing Stones, whose average 
age is 68-plus, slightly older 
than the average Supreme 
Court justice. In five con¬ 
certs marking their 50th 
year as a rock band, the 
grizzled foursome shows 
the world they still have the 
power to rock huge arenas 
(at huge prices), and up¬ 
stage celebrity guests like 
Lady Gaga with their own 
charisma. Along with ag¬ 
ing rockers McCartney, 
Springsteen, The Who and 
Pink Floyd, they dominate 
a televised benefit for storm 
victims. As for Mick Jagger, 
who at 69 hasn’t lost any of 
those “moves like Jagger,” 
we can only say, to para¬ 
phrase the famous movie 
line: “We’ll have what he’s 
having.” 


Adele voted AP Entertainer of Year

NEW YORK - Though Adele 
didn’t have a new album or 
a worldwide tour in 2012, 
she’s still rolling. After a 
year of Grammy glory and 
James Bond soundtrack¬ 
ing, Adele has been voted 
The Associated Press En¬ 
tertainer of the Year. 

In 132 ballots submitted 
by members and subscrib¬ 
ers of the AP, Adele easily 
outpaced other vote-getters 
like Taylor Swift, “Fifty 
Shades of Grey” author E.L. 
James, the South Korean 
viral video star PSY and 
the cast of “Twilight.” Edi¬ 
tors and broadcasters were 
asked to cast their ballot 
for the person who had the 
most influence on entertain¬ 
ment and culture in 2012. 

Adele’s year began in 
triumph at the Grammys, 
took a turn through record¬ 
ing the theme to the 007 
film “Skyfall,” and ended 
with the birth of her son in 
October. The ubiquitous 
Adele was that rare thing 
in pop culture: an unquali¬ 
fied sensation, a megastar 
in a universe of niche hits. 

By the end of the year, 
her sophomore album, “21,” 
had passed 10 million cop¬ 
ies sold in the U.S., only the 
21st album in the Nielsen 
SoundScan era (begun in 
1991) to achieve diamond 
status. Buoyed by hits like 
“Someone Like You” and 
“Rolling in the Deep” long 
after its release in early 
2011, “21” was also the top¬ 
selling album on iTunes for 
the second year running. 

As David Panian, news 
editor for Michigan’s Dai¬ 
ly Telegram, put it: “It just 
seemed like you couldn’t 
turn on the radio without 
hearing one of her songs.” 

Women have had a lock 
on the annual Entertainer 
of the Year selection. Previ¬ 
ous winners include Lady 
Gaga, Taylor Swift, Betty 
White and Tina Fey. Ste¬ 
phen Colbert is the lone 
male winner in the six-year 
history of voting. 

The Grammy Awards in 
February were essentially 
the de-facto crowning of 
the 24-year-old Adele, 
whose real name is Adele 
Adkins, as a pop queen. She 
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Adele poses backstage with her six awards at the 54th annual 
Grammy Awards in Los Angeles in February. 


won six awards, including 
album of the year. It was 
also a comeback of sorts for 
Adele, who performed for 
the first time since having 
vocal cord surgery, draw¬ 
ing a standing ovation from 
the Staples Center crowd. 

Accepting the album 
of the year award, a teary 
Adele exclaimed: “Mum, 
girl did good!” The emo¬ 
tional, sniffling singer en¬ 
deared many viewers to her 
when she copped in her ac¬ 
ceptance speech to having 
“a bit of snot.” 

But her luck in love has 
since turned, thanks to her 
boyfriend Simon Konecki. 
In an interview with Vogue 
magazine, Adele said she 
was through with break-up 
records and done being “a 
bitter witch.” When Adele 
announced in June that she 
was having a baby with Ko¬ 



necki, her website promptly 
crashed under the heavy 
traffic. Their son was born 
in October. 

With such an avalanche 
of success and now a moth¬ 
er of a newborn son, Adele 
has understandably taken 
a step out of the spotlight. 
One notable exception 
was recording the open¬ 
ing credits theme song to 
“Skyfall.” The song was 
recorded with her “21” 
producer Paul Epworth at 
the Abbey Road Studios 
in London with a 77-piece 
orchestra. Within hours, it 
zoomed to the top of digital 
charts.

the residents place their 
recylables and their trash 
at least five feet apart,” 
Chamberlain said. “Sepa¬ 
rate them so we can look 
and see.” 

And you will continue 
to use the same bins; un¬ 
der the city contract Al¬ 
lied Waste is required to 
provide an 18-gallon bin 
to everyone who wants 


one. “Many residents use 
their own containers,” he 
said. “If they want to label 
their own container ‘Re¬ 
cycle only’ that will only 
help our drivers. But our 
drivers can generally dis¬ 
cern (recyclable materials) 
versus bagged trash.” 

Chamberlain noted that 
the calendar included in the 


flyer not only lists A and B 
weeks, but also shows holi¬ 
days the company observes. 
(As now, curbside recycling 
will be delayed a day when¬ 
ever the week contains one 
of those holidays.) 

“Everybody has a cou¬ 
ple of weeks to figure out 
where they are on the map. 
If they have questions,

driving to the hospital due 
to an emergency does. 

Todd said the transpor¬ 
tation cabinet has been 
tracking conditions for 
the past 10 days. Confi¬ 
dent that a severe snow¬ 
storm was coming, crews 
prepped the snow plows 
and loaded the trucks 
with salt several days in 
advance. 

The only thing crew 
members had left to do 
Tuesday night was stick 
the key in the ignition and 
be ready to roll, he said. 

City and county road 
crews were in similar 
shape, with plows, spread¬ 
ers and salt loaded on the 
trucks and ready to go in 
anticipation of winter’s 
first big snowstorm. 

“We’re good because 
we don’t have school 
in session, so we won’t 
have to get out and have 
to bust everything up real 
quick,” said Kerry Dame, 
the county road super¬ 
intendent.

Unless 
we get eight inches, and 
then you can only do so 
much.”

Now everything is “com¬ 
puterized,” Brewster said. 
“It’s more convenient for 
the younger folks.” 

“One of the better things 
today is that fire depart¬ 
ments work together,”

thing happens (several de¬ 
partments) are toned out... 
Mutual aid has benefited 
volunteer fire departments 
a lot. Forty years ago, you 
could call for aid, but now 
they are automatically 
toned out.” 

One fact Brewster won’t 
advertise is that he “spear¬ 
headed” the project to get a 
new fire station built. 

“He did a lot of leg work 
to get the grant for the 
new fire barn,” said Bryan 
Coghill, chief of the Coryd- 
on Civil Defense. 

Brewster confirmed 
that he went to GRADD 
to apply for the grant, met

action for the city road de¬ 
partment today, said City 
Street Superintendent J.R.

Both city, county and 
state road departments 
were uncertain if they 
would be able to pre¬ 
treat the roads before 
the snowfall because 
the forecast was calling 
for rain to precede the 
blizzard. Rain washes 
away the salt and sand, 
wiping out the chance to 
effectively pretreat, said 
Todd. 

State crews are ex¬ 
pected to be on the road at 
midnight, but Todd warns 
that the large wind gusts 
could negate the effects of 
the snow plow. Crews may 
also have to stop plowing 
or spreading the road with 
salt and calcium chlo¬ 
ride to cut up fallen trees 
downed by heavy winds.

ble in 2012,” Ben Gish, edi¬ 
tor of The Mountain Eagle 
newspaper in Whitesburg, 
said in his ballot. 

Chandler, heir to one of 
the state’s most famous po¬ 
litical names, lost his seat 
in Congress to Republi¬ 
can Andy Barr in a central 
Kentucky district. Chan¬ 
dler had barely defeated 
Barr two years earlier. 

Chandler’s loss leaves 
just one Democrat — Rep. 
John Yarmuth of Louisville 
— in Kentucky’s congres¬ 
sional delegation next 
year. 

Meanwhile, Farmer’s 
struggles continued even 
after he lost a bid for lieu¬ 
tenant governor in the 2011 
election. Since then, Farm¬ 
er went through a divorce 
and was lambasted by the 
state auditor for his man¬ 
agement of the Kentucky 


Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. By late in the year, 
the one-time rising politi¬ 
cal star was selling cars in 
eastern Kentucky. 

In the ninth spot was the 
political battle over redis¬ 
tricting, and the success¬ 
ful challenge of how the 
legislative districts were 
redrawn. 

Voted as the No. 10 story 
was Kentucky being grant¬ 
ed a waiver from the fed¬ 
eral No Child Left Behind 
education law. 

The waiver means 
Kentucky can use a new 
system it has developed 
to determine progress in 
schools without also being 
held to a federal standard 
that would label entire 
schools as failing if one 
subgroup of students did 
not score high enough in 
reading and math tests.

Kentucky’s night in the 
national political spotlight 
and a new effort to reduce 
addiction to prescription 
painkillers tied for the No. 
3 story. 

State lawmakers took 
aim at curbing prescription 
drug abuse by passing a law 
that bolstered prescription 
monitoring and focused on 
pain management clinics. 
The action recognized the 
pervasiveness of improper 
pill popping and the suf¬ 
fering it causes in a state 
where more people die 
from drug overdoses than 
car crashes. 

The law requires all new 
pain management clinics 
to be owned by licensed 
medical providers and to 
have medical directors in 
charge. It also requires all 
doctors, dentists, optom¬ 
etrists, registered nurses 
and podiatrists who write 
prescriptions to use the 
state’s prescription moni¬ 
toring system, known as 
KASPER. 

“No legitimate doctor 
who is practicing good 
medicine has anything to 
fear” from the new law, 
Gov. Steve Beshear said. 
“And no patient with le¬ 
gitimate pain needs should 
have a problem getting the 
pain medication that they 
need.”

The other story ranked 
No. 3 was the vice presi¬ 
dential debate between 
Joe Biden and Paul Ryan 
at Centre College.

DETROIT- Before the Bob¬ 
by Petrino era begins at 
Western Kentucky, there’s 
a bowl game to play — the 
Little Caesars Pizza Bowl 
against Central Michigan.

The Hill- 
toppers (7-5) will be run 
by interim coach Lance 
Guidry. 

Petrino’s hiring has al¬ 
most overshadowed the 
play of the Hilltoppers.

Petrino is returning to 
coaching less than a year 


after he was dismissed at 
Arkansas. He had hired his 
former mistress to work in 
the Razorbacks’ football 
department. 

Guidry, who was the 
team’s defensive coordi¬ 
nator, says his players are 
ready. 

“These kids are re¬ 
ally hungry,” Guidry 
said. “Really been having 
some great practices, al¬ 
though they’ve been go¬ 
ing through a lot of differ¬ 
ent things with the head 
coaches.” 

Guidry was appointed 
interim coach Dec. 8, a day 
after Willie Taggart left to 
coach South Florida. Two 
days later, Western Ken¬ 
tucky hired Petrino to 
be Taggart’s full-time re¬ 
placement in a stunning 


move that 
didn’t seem 
to shake up 
the play¬ 
ers much 
because fa¬ 
miliar faces 
were still 
around. 

“Even 
though 
Coach Tag- 
gert is gone, the coaches 
are still here with us,” 
Western Kentucky junior 
running back Antonio An¬ 
drews said. “They’ve been 
here since Day One.” 

Dan Enos has been lead¬ 
ing the Chippewas since 
2010. Enos was hired soon 
after Central Michigan 
played in and won its last 
postseason game, beating 
Troy in the GMAC Bowl 


with a team put together 
by former coach Butch 
Jones, who is now coach¬ 
ing at Tennessee. 

Central Michigan won 
its last three games this 
year to be eligible for a 
bowl. After going 3-9 in 
each of Enos’ first two 
seasons, his players are 
excited to still be playing. 

“That’s why I coach,” 
Enos said. “That’s why 
our coaches coach, to have 
an impact on those young 
people.” 

The running backs may 
have much to say in decid¬ 
ing how this game plays 
out. 

Andrews has run for 
1,609 yards and 11 touch¬ 
downs this year. He’s also 
a receiving threat and re¬ 
turns kickoffs and punts.

A Christmas miracle 


■ Avant rose 
from gang life 
to man of Christ

PHILADELPHIA - Jason 
Avant raises his hands 
to the sky after every re¬ 
ception in celebration for 
much more than catching 
a ball. 

Playing football for 
the Philadelphia Eagles 
doesn’t define Avant. After 
everything he’s endured, 
the 29-year-old wide re¬ 
ceiver is not your ordinary 
professional athlete. 

Avant was 12 when he 
started selling drugs. He 
went to elementary school 
drunk and high. As a teen¬ 
ager, he belonged to one of 
Chicago’s notorious gangs 
called the “Gangsters Dis¬ 
ciples.” Dodging bullets 
and running from the po¬ 
lice were common for him. 

Yet somehow Avant es¬ 
caped that life and avoided 
ending up dead or in jail 
like some of his friends. 
Now he’s one of the most 
respected players in the 
NFL. 

“When I lift my hands 
up, it’s me saying ‘Lord, 
I know where I could be 
and I thank you for where 
I am,”’ Avant recalled last 
week. “There were times 
when I was growing up 
when I didn’t have enough 
to scrounge up a quarter to 
get an ICEE. I remember 
the times our house was 
shot up. I remember when 
I didn’t have any avenues, 
when I sold drugs. So I lift 
my hands up and thank the 
Lord for all He has done 
for me.” 

Avant grew up on the 
South Side of Chicago in a 
neighborhood riddled with 
gangs, drugs and violence. 
He was abandoned by his 
mother as a kid and was

raised by his grandmother 
because his father was in 
and out of jail. 

It’s no wonder Avant 
got caught up with the 
wrong crowd. He lived in 
the same house with 12 to 
14 relatives and was influ¬ 
enced by his cousins. 

But his grandmother 
Lillie wanted a better life 
for young Jason and she 
refused to give up on him. 
She used the power of 
prayer to steer him in the 
right direction. 

“She was a great wom¬ 
an, a saved woman,” Avant 
said with a big smile as he 
talked about “Granny.” 

“She would pray for me 
every night. ‘Lord, let him 
be different. Let his life 
change.’ I was her favor¬ 
ite and everybody knew 
it. We didn’t have much 


money, so I would sleep 
in the same room as my 
grandmother. She would 
lay her hands on me for an 
hour at night and just pray 
for me.” 

Avant would go to 
church with his grand¬ 
mother on Sundays and 
return to the streets to 
sell drugs with his gang 
friends. However, words 
from the service would 
be ringing in his ears the 
whole time. 

“I was the worst drug 
dealer in the world,” he 
said. “I had too much of a 
conscience from going to 
church, and sitting there 
hearing the songs would 
always make me cry be¬ 
cause I knew I was selling 
drugs. But God had a dif¬ 
ferent plan for me.” 

Avant’s grandmother 


eventually sold her house 
after it was raided twice 
by police. A third raid 
would’ve meant the state 
would seize the house 
and evict the family. So 
the cousins scattered and 
Avant ended up moving in 
with his Aunt Shirley. Like 
Granny, she encouraged 
Avant to go to church and 
stay in school. 

“I quit selling drugs 
because I was away from 
my cousins and I got into 
basketball,” Avant said. 
“Wherever I was going, 
my grandmother’s prayers 
stayed with me.” 

Avant’s dad, Jerry, took 
him in whenever he was 
released from prison, 
only to have to send him 
back after getting arrested 
again. Three times, Avant 
moved to Decatur, Ill., 


with his father, then went 
back to Chicago. He had 
no stability in his life and 
struggled terribly with his 
grades. 

Avant had a tough time 
finding a high school to 
start his sophomore year. 
He ended up at Carver, 
which was in the middle 
of the projects. 

“There were dead bod¬ 
ies, metal detectors, drugs 
in lockers, all that type of 
stuff,” Avant said. “A teach¬ 
er got killed and her body 
was found in a dumpster 
all cut up. A guy I played 
basketball with got shot.” 

Sports and prayer 
helped Avant stay free 
from harm. Avant was a 
talented basketball player. 
His coach, Willie Simpson,

Manning, Peterson, Pagano made this a season to remember

DENVER - From Peyton 
Manning overcoming four

suffering a similar injury. 

Then there’s Pagano 
beating the biggest oppo¬ 
nent of his life. 

A year ago, Manning 
was in the midst of four 
neck operations to fix 
a nerve injury that had 
caused his right arm to 
atrophy and had sidelined 
him for an entire season. 
Soon, he would say a tear¬ 
ful farewell to Indianapo¬ 
lis, a city he’d put back on 
the NFL map, and hook up 


with John Elway in Denver. 

Peterson’s left knee was 
still swollen after he’d 
shredded it on Christmas 
Eve, an injury similar to 
the one Charles suffered 
earlier last season. Yet 
both would defy medicine 
and conventional wisdom 
alike to rebound as better 
runners than they were 
before getting hurt. 

Pagano’s fight started 
three months ago when 
it was disclosed he had 
cancer, forcing the first- 
year Colts coach to take 
time off for chemotherapy 
treatments. He returned to 
work this week, taking the 
reins from assistant Bruce 
Arians, who guided the 
team to a surprising play¬ 
off berth in his absence. 

“When I asked for Bruce 
to take over, I asked for 


him to kick some you- 
know-what and to do great. 
Damn Bruce, you had to 
go and win nine games?” 
Pagano said. “Tough act to 
follow.” 

If all goes well at prac¬ 
tice this week, Pagano 
will be on the sideline for 
the regular-season finale 
against Houston. That’s a 
final tuneup for the AFC 
wild-card playoffs that no¬ 
body saw coming for the 
Colts so soon after cutting 
ties with Manning, who 
switched teams, coaches, 
cities and colors and didn’t 
miss a beat in 2012.

Cards’ offense 
nearly perfect 
in red zone

LOUISVILLE - Louisville is 
heading to the Sugar Bowl 
mainly because the Cardi¬ 
nals’ were the best in the 
nation inside opponents’ 
20-yard line. 

The No. 22 Cardinals 
(10-2) scored on 48 of 50 
chances in the red zone, 
including 34 touchdowns. 
Their 96 percent success 
rate ranks first in the na¬ 
tion among college foot¬ 
ball’s 120 FBS programs. 

And they needed to 
capitalize on each those 
chances to win the Big 
East Conference and earn 
a date with No. 4 Florida 
(11-1) in New Orleans. 

The Cardinals had to 
come from behind in sev¬ 
en of their 10 wins. Three 
game-winning scores 
came either in the final 
two minutes of regulation 
or in overtime — on plays 
inside the red zone. 

Louisville, which aver¬ 
aged 31 points a game dur¬ 
ing the season, resumes 
preparations Wednesday 
for its stiffest challenge. 
The Gators rank third 
nationally in scoring de¬ 
fense at less than 13 points 
a game. 

Last season, Louisville 
was also very effective in¬ 
side the red zone, scoring 
on 84 percent (31 of 37) of 
its attempts. Still, coach 
Charlie Strong wasn’t sat¬ 
isfied. He added more red 
zone practice sessions. 

“Offensively and defen¬ 
sively in February, we do 
a scheme evaluation and 
what that does is it forc¬ 
es us to be really critical 
about us,” Louisville of¬ 
fensive coordinator Shawn 
Watson said. “The beauti¬ 
ful thing is nobody around 
here has thin skin. 

“We hit it hard and we 
emphasize it,” Watson 
added. “Because of the em¬ 
phasis, our kids are really 
comfortable down there.” 

The Cardinals’ comfort 
level helped them score on 
30 straight opportunities 
inside the 20 from Sept. 
15 to Nov. 24. After being 
stopped on fourth and 1 
from North Carolina’s 20 
during a 39-34 win, Lou¬ 
isville’s only other missed 
score came 10 weeks later 
when quarterback Teddy 
Bridgewater was inter¬ 
cepted in the end zone in 
the third overtime of the 
Cardinals’ 23-20 loss to 
Connecticut. 

That was a minor blem¬ 
ish on Bridgewater’s 
sophomore season. He 
ranks eighth nationally in 
passing efficiency and his 
ability to spread the ball in 
Louisville’s pro-style pass¬ 
ing attack — seven or more 
players had a reception in 
every game this season 
and 10 Cardinals caught 
touchdowns — has ne¬ 
gated opposing defenders 
from keying on a primary 
target. 

“You just see this killer 
instinct look in Teddy’s 
eyes and in the receivers’ 
eyes,” center Mario Bena¬ 
vides said of his unit’s in¬ 
creased focus when deep 
in opponent territory. “It’s 
almost like there is no oth¬ 
er option but to score.” 

Watson said the addi¬ 
tional red zone practice 
has been crucial for the 
subtle changes necessary 
to eliminate the defenders’ 
advantage when playing 
on a shortened field. 

“One of the things that’s 
really important is being 
able to understand the 
spacing aspects. When the 
fields shrinks, the timing 
and spacing now goes on 
the side of the defense,” 
Watson said. “So we have 
to out-quick, out-explode 
the defense. 

“We’ve gone down and 
practiced and practiced 
and now it’s in our DNA.” 

The Connecticut loss 
was Louisville’s second 
straight but with the con-

Optimism awaits Penn State in offseason

STATE COLLEGE, Pa. - Star 
linebacker Michael Mau¬ 
d’s college football career 
had just come to an end in 
November when he spot¬ 
ted the next generation of 
Penn State football players. 

So, he decided to do 
what Mauti had done time 
and again during his Nitta- 
ny Lions career: He helped 
others, and imparted some 
inspirational words along 
the way. 

Adam Breneman, one 
of the top tight end pros¬ 
pects in the country, is one 
of them, and he listened 
intently.

No 
fun-filled reward for all 
of their hard work in this 
season of recovery at Penn 
State. 

But there is hope. There 
is optimism.

coached the football team 
and told him he had to play 
both sports or neither. 

Avant’s first day at foot¬ 
ball practice didn’t go so 
well. They put him at line¬ 
backer and ran a fullback 
straight at him. Avant, only 
175 pounds at the time, got 
flattened. 

“He wanted to see if I 
was tough enough, so I 
quit,” Avant said. “But my 
grandma and dad talked 
me into going back.” 

Avant was switched 
to fullback, where he got 
more carries than the 
starting running back. He 
moved to wide receiver his 
junior year and quickly be¬ 
came the top-ranked prep 
player in Illinois and one 
of the highest-rated play¬ 
ers in the country.

has had one of the best sea¬ 
sons in his storied career.

Under O’Brien, Penn 
State finished an over¬ 
achieving 8-4 with a sec¬ 
ond-place finish in the Big 
Ten Leaders Division.

The sanctions — 
levied in July for the Jerry 
Sandusky child molesta¬ 
tion scandal — limit Penn 
State’s recruiting classes to 
no more than 15 a year for 
the next four years, start¬ 
ing with the 2013 class to 
be signed in early Febru¬ 
ary. Most teams can sign 
25. There is also a four- 
year postseason ban to 
digest. 

O’Brien will also need 
to find new leaders. Mauti 
was one of a group of se¬ 
niors who helped keep 
most of the team together 
in the frenzied weeks after 
the NCAA announced the 
punishment. 


Scholarships poured in 
from several high-profile 
universities. Avant chose 
Michigan. 

Still, there were ob¬ 
stacles. The NCAA ques¬ 
tioned his eligibility be¬ 
cause of his grades. Some 
of his school records got 
lost in all the shuffling. 
Avant feared he’d lose his 
scholarship. He prayed 
with his grandmother for 
a solution, and it was re¬ 
solved with him only hav¬ 
ing to sit out one game. 

When Avant got to Ann 
Arbor, his roommate, run¬ 
ning back Alijah Bradley, 
was a pastor’s son. Avant 
and Bradley were typical 
college freshmen on a big 
campus, living it up and 
having fun. 

But when Bradley got 
hurt during the spring be¬ 
fore sophomore year, he 
decided he needed to go 
to church. Avant went with 


guiding Denver to its 10th 
straight win. “I still have 
things that are harder than 
they used to be, so (there’s) 
things I have to work on 
from a rehab standpoint 
and a strength standpoint.

Breneman, a highly tout¬ 
ed senior from Cedar Cliff 
High in Camp Hill, Pa., has 
a chance to be in that lead¬ 
ership mix someday. He 
has been part of a contin¬ 
gent of recruits who have 
been vocal about keeping 
their commitments despite 
the penalties. 

“Now, it’s our turn to 
come in, and, in a couple 
years, lead the program,” 
Breneman said recently, 
recounting Mauti’s post¬ 
game words to him. “That 
was definitely very moti¬ 
vating to talk to him. 

“It’s a huge thing. Big 
shoes to follow up.” 

Breneman, coming off a 
right knee injury that side¬ 
lined him for his senior 
season, plans to enroll at 
Penn State in January after 
finishing his prep work a 
semester early.

They retreated to 
an indoor batting cage at 
Coors Field with a trainer 
in tow, and Manning’s first 
pass nose-dived so badly 
that Helton told him to quit 
goofing around. 

Manning wasn’t mess¬ 
ing with him. He was dead 
serious. His arm was shot, 
his future in football in 
doubt. A few days later, he 
underwent spinal fusion 
surgery and would miss 
the entire 2011 season. 

If doctors had told him 
that was it, Manning said 
he would have called it a 
career without regret. But

“I kind of have that in 
the bag, especially how 
I’ve been telling people I’m 
going to come back stron¬ 
ger and better than ever,” 
he said. 


“Is there a disadvantage 
to not having bowl prac¬ 
tice? Certainly,” O’Brien 
said. “But there’s also the 
advantage of not having 
them.” 

In that respect, O’Brien 
said, that means concen¬ 
trating on academics to 
finish the semester. One- 
on-one meetings with 
players focus on grades 
and requirements for ma¬ 
jors these days, as well as 
“how can they improve in 
football and in their role 
on the team,” he said.

the Cardinals scored on all 
four red zone drives in a 
20-17 comeback win.

Obscure moments keep golf interesting, entertaining 


Dave Kindred, a pre¬ 
eminent American sports 
writer who has worked his 
trade for the better part of 
four decades, was walking 
down the right side of the 
first fairway at Kiawah Is¬ 
land with the final group 
at the PGA Championship 
when he mentioned he had 
been teaching a writing 
class to college students. 

Like most great colum¬ 
nists, Kindred’s strength is 
his power of observation, 
and he has tried to pass 
that along. 

“The one thing I tell 
them,” he said, “is that if 
you really pay attention 
to what you’re cover¬ 
ing, you’ll see something 
you’ve never seen before.” 

He stopped and kneeled 
to watch Carl Pettersson, 
playing in the last group 
that Sunday with Rory Mc- 
Ilroy, hit his approach to 
the green. Pettersson was 
just inside the red hazard 
line, so he was careful not 
to ground his club. Brush¬ 
ing the top of the grass was 
OK. 

Moments after his shot, 
he was approached by 
PGA rules official Brad 
Gregory and told there 
might be a problem. 

In a bizarre develop¬ 
ment, Pettersson’s club 
nicked a leaf on the way 
back, a violation of Rule 
13-4c for moving a loose 
impediment in a hazard. 
After an exhaustive video 
review, Pettersson was 
given the bad news — a 
two-stroke penalty — on 
the fourth hole. 

Pay attention and you 
never know what you’ll 
see. 

That much was true in 
a wild year of golf. Phil 
Mickelson lost his bid at 
the Masters by hitting two 
shots right-handed. Rory 
Mcllroy was confused by 
the time zone and needed 
a police escort to get to

the final day of the Ryder 
Cup on time. Tiger Woods 
never found his golf ball, 
was not penalized and still 
missed the cut. 

Those have been well- 
documented. What fol¬ 
lows is the 2012 edition 
of “Tales from the Tour,” 
the obscure moments that 
keep golf so interesting 
and entertaining. 

■ 

Kyle Stanley is a quiet 
man. This was a quiet cel¬ 
ebration. 

One week after he made 
triple bogey on the 18th 
hole at Torrey Pines and 
then lost in a playoff, he 
rallied from eight shots be¬ 
hind on the final day with 
a 65 in the Phoenix Open 
to win his first PGA Tour 
event. It was a remarkable 
turnaround. One week he 
faced the media after his 
meltdown and fought back 
tears. The next week he 
was a winner. 

Stanley was invited to 
a Super Bowl party that 
night at the home of Jim 
Mackay, the longtime 
caddie of Phil Mickelson. 
He was late to the party 
because of the media ob¬ 
ligations that come with 
winning. When he finally 
arrived, Stanley knocked 
and then walked in the 
door holding the over¬ 
sized winner’s check over 
his head. 

He quietly placed it 
above the TV, and then sat 
down to watch the game, a 
player at peace. 

■ 

No other golfer spends 
more time with the media 
after every round than Ryo 
Ishikawa, who is treated 
like a rock star in Japan. 
When he signs his card, 


even when it’s late in the 
day, it’s not unusual for the 
21-year-old to spend close 
to an hour fulfilling his 
media obligations. 

That’s where “The 
Chair” comes in. 

His handlers have a 
white folding chair for 
Ishikawa as he endures 
two interviews with dif¬ 
ferent television stations. 
A dozen or so reporters 
form a semi-circle around 
him as they wait and listen, 
occasionally jotting down 
notes. Then, it’s their turn. 
They spent close to 15 min¬ 
utes with Ishikawa after 
his round at Innisbrook, 
going over the clubs he 
used and shots he hit on 
just about every hole — 
this after a 73 that left him 
12 shots out of the lead. 

Finally, he was finished. 
He got up from the chair 
and walked around the 
clubhouse toward the 
parking lot. The Japanese 
reporters followed him, 
walking in a group about 
20 yards behind. One of 
them was asked where 
they were going. 

“Now we wave good¬ 
bye,” the reporter ex¬ 
plained. 

Indeed, they stood on 
a sidewalk and waved as 
Ishikawa’s car drove by 
them. 

■ 

Butch Harmon was 
talking retirement in the 
spring. He turned 69 this 
year. A Vietnam War vet, 
he has been teaching most 
of his life, working for Sky 
Sports and traveling the 
world, which is starting 
to take its toll. He worries 
about the day when his at¬ 
tention span is short or he 
doesn’t care as much as he 
once did. 

“It’s not there, but it’s 
coming,” he said. “I will 
never step away. I’ll always 
teach. I love to teach.” 

The next morning, he 


was on the range at Quail 
Hollow waiting for Phil 
Mickelson to arrive. Gary 
Christian , a 40-year-old 
PGA Tour rookie from 
England, walked over and 
introduced himself. Chris¬ 
tian said he was fascinated 
to watch so many Ameri¬ 
cans use the leading edge 
of the club on wedge shots. 
They chatted for a few 
minutes and after Chris¬ 
tian walked away, Harmon 
said, “Who was that?” 

Harmon nodded when 
told about Christian’s 
back story, how he came 
to America on a college 
scholarship, supported 
himself by selling steak 
knives and toiled in the 
minor leagues for 15 years 
before finally making it to 
the big leagues. 

Still no sign of Mickel¬ 
son. 

A few minutes later, 
Harmon walked over to 
Christian. He spent a few 
minutes observing, and 
then pulled a wedge from 
the bag and gave an im¬ 
promptu lesson. 

He’ll always teach. He 
loves to teach. 

■ 

You’ve seen the sign at 
the baggage claim to check 
your luggage because 
some bags may look alike. 
That goes for golf travel 
bags, too. 

Nick Watney and An¬ 
gel Cabrera arrived in 
San Francisco for the U.S. 
Open about the same time, 
on different flights. Ca¬ 
brera kept waiting at over¬ 
sized luggage for his bag to 
come out, and he began to 
think the airlines had lost 
it. There was only one golf 
bag there, and it belonged 
to Watney. 

That’s when the light 
came on. 

Cabrera’s agent called 
the person in charge of 
U.S. Open courtesy cars 
and asked them to stop 


Watney on his way out. 

Sure enough, Cabrera’s 
golf bag was in his trunk. 

■ 

The relationship three¬ 
time major champion Pa- 
draig Harrington has with 
reporters is unlike that of 
any other player, especial¬ 
ly the Irish media. 

He was giving an in¬ 
terview to Greg Allen of 
Irish radio station RTE, 
and after they finished, 
Harrington began mak¬ 
ing small talk. He asked 
Allen, “I heard you lost 
your sunglasses?” Allen’s 
shoulders slumped as he 
told Harrington he had 
misplaced his glasses and 
didn’t know where to look 
for them. 

Harrington didn’t com¬ 
miserate. He smiled. 

“They’re in my locker,” 
he said. “You left them be¬ 
hind the other day.” 

■ 

Sung Kang received 
elite training in South 
Korea’s national program 
that is producing more and 
more top players, but he 
worked equally hard on his 
English and speaks beauti¬ 
fully for someone who has 
played the PGA Tour only 
the last few years. 

Turns out he has been 
coming to America twice 
a year since 2002 to work 
on his golf, and he devoted 
just as much effort to the 
language. 

In Florida? California? 

“Dallas,” Kang said. “I 
went to the Hank Haney 
schools, so I would work 
with Haney and learned 
English there in Texas.” 

Some things, however, 
still get lost in translation. 
Kang was asked if he ever 
bought cowboy boots from 
all that time spent in Dal¬ 
las. 

“No,” he said. “I don’t re¬ 
ally like the NFL. I’m more 
of a Lakers fan.” 


The British Open has 
a massive scoreboard in 
the press center where a 
group of volunteers, most 
of them women in their 
early 20s, move ladders 
on rails from side to side 
as they post the score of 
every hole for every player. 

Press officers often 
check to see which play¬ 
ers they should bring in 
for interviews the first two 
rounds as the leaderboard 
is taking shape. In the sec¬ 
ond round, Adam Scott had 
a 67 to get within one shot 
of the lead with several 
players still on the course. 

The announcement 
over the intercom: “Can 
we see a show of hands for 
Adam Scott?” 

Six young women post¬ 
ing scores all raised their 
hands. 

■ 

About two dozen fans 
waiting for autographs 
behind the ninth green on 
the Magnolia Course at 
Disney got more than they 
expected. Brian Harman 
emerged from the scoring 
trailer after the final PGA 
Tour event of the year and 
said, “Who’s left-handed?” 

One man came forward, 
and it turned out to be his 
lucky day. 

Harman went over to 
his bag, removed all the 
irons and handed them to 
the fan. Turns out Harman 
wanted to try something 
different at Disney, so he 
used irons with graphite 
shafts. He described it as 
the worst ball-striking 
week he had all year. 

“I just wanted to try 
some different stuff,” 
Harman said. “And now 
I know what was not the 
answer.” 

No other sports organi¬ 
zation comes close to the 
amount of charity pro¬ 
duced by the PGA Tour. 
Harman took it to a new 
level.

Hunt sets tone for SMU 
in 43-10 Hawaii Bowl win

HONOLULU - Margus Hunt 
knew he had eight hours to 
fill on the flight over the 
Pacific Ocean, so he asked 
the SMU staff to put to¬ 
gether film of Fresno State 
for him to study. He hit the 
Bulldogs like a tidal wave 
Monday night in the Ha¬ 
waii Bowl. 

The 6-foot-8 defensive 
end raced around right 
tackle to blindside Derek 
Carr and force a fumble. 
Hunt smashed into run¬ 
ning back Robbie Rouse 
on a delayed handoff and 
forced another fumble. 
On a three-man rush, he 
sacked Carr in the end 
zone for a safety. 

It was an inspiring per¬ 
formance by the senior 
from Estonia, and it set 
the tone for the Mustangs’ 
43-10 win. 

“That was a lot of fun,” 
Hunt said. “We knew from 
the get-go it was going to 
be a Monday night football 
game, the only game in the 
nation. We wanted to show 
our skills and make some 
plays. To me personally... 
this is where it all started. 
It’s good to end on this 
note.” 

The Mustangs (7-6) also 
returned two interceptions 
for touchdowns, giving 
them eight for the season 
to tie the NCAA record set 
last year by Southern Miss. 

Hayden Greenbauer 
picked off Carr and re¬ 
turned it 83 yards with 
1:14 left, the final blow to 
a miserable night for the 


Bulldogs (9-4). 

SMU had seven sacks, 
more than double the most 
Fresno State had given up 
in a game all year. 

Garrett Gilbert was ef¬ 
fective with his arm and 
his legs, running for a 17- 
yard touchdown for the 
first score of the game and 
throwing a perfect strike 
to Darius Johnson for a 21- 
yard score to answer the 
Bulldogs’ only touchdown. 
He rushed for 98 yards on 
18 carries and threw for 212 
yards. 

But this game was de¬ 
cided by the Mustangs’ 
defense, with Hunt leading 
the way. He was voted the 
game’s MVP. 

“We tried some slide 
protections to 92 (Hunt). 
You know, they beat us,” 
Fresno State coach Tim 
DeRuyter said. “We tried 
going empty to spread 
things out and get it out 
quick, we tried to max pro¬ 
tect. Everything we tried 
didn’t work.” 

Hunt was a mystery 
when that run started in 
2009, a gold medalist in 
the shot put and discus in 
Beijing at the 2006 Junior 
World Championships 
who came to SMU for 
track and field and turned 
to football when it was his 
only hope of scholarship 
money. 

SMU coach June Jones 
has a knack for taking a 
chance on athletes from 
other sports, and he liked 
what he saw, from the 82- 
inch wing span to the 4.7 
speed in the 40.

Na Yeon Choi won her 
first major at the U.S. 
Women’s Open, and she 
closed the season by win¬ 
ning the LPGA Titlehold- 
ers. 

But her most remark¬ 
able performance came 
when the season was over. 

Players for whom Eng¬ 
lish is their second (or 
third) language can get 
by in an interview with 
print reporters. They tend 
be a lot more uncomfort¬ 
able when cameras are 
involved. Choi showed 
how much progress she 
has made the day after 
winning the Titlehold- 
ers. She went into the stu¬ 
dio for a live segment on 
Golf Channel’s “Morning 
Drive.” 

The LPGA staff helped 
her prepare for questions 
that might be asked, and 
when it didn’t go according 
to script, Choi still handled 
it beautifully. 

That wasn’t an accident. 

As hard as Choi has 
worked on her game, she 
might have worked even 
harder on her English. Last 
year, she hired a personal 
tutor — Greg Morrison, a 
Canadian based in South 
Korea — and brought him 
with her on the road. She 
had a one-hour lesson ev¬ 
ery day, and practiced her 
English with him in casual 
conversation. 

Se Ri Pak would have 
been proud. The pioneer 
for South Koreans on the 
LPGA Tour, Pak preached 
years ago about the impor¬ 
tance of learning English. 
Along with fitting in, Pak 
said it would make them 
feel more comfortable in 
public and ultimately im¬ 
prove their golf. 

“First year when I was 
here, I couldn’t speak Eng¬ 
lish well and then very 
hard to tell my feelings 
to people, even media or 
fans or even swing coach,” 
Choi said. “When I learned 
English and when I tell my 
feelings to people, I feel 
way more comfortable 
than before. I think that 
made it good golfer, too. 
And on the golf course, 
I can relax and I can talk 
with the other players.” 


Morrison couldn’t 
travel with her this year, 
though they still practiced 
through Skype. She had 
another one-hour lesson 
during the Titleholders 
and planned to meet with 
him again while she was 
home during the offseason. 

“We talk about not only 
golf, we talk about any¬ 
thing,” Choi said. “Like, I 
said I’m going to look for a 
new house and he tried to 
help me with which house 
is better for me. He’s more 
like, not just English tutor, 
he’s more like manager or 
assistant to me.” 

Do they ever talk base¬ 
ball? 

“Not really,” she said. “I 
think he’s a hockey fan.” 

RANKING TOURS: Most 
of the world’s best players 
are going to the Middle 
East in the winter and the 
Far East in the fall, both 
part of the European Tour. 

But over the course of 
the year, the PGA Tour is 
where biggest offering of 
world ranking points can 
be found. 

Throw out the four ma¬ 
jors and the four World 
Golf Championships, and 
the PGA Tour averaged 
46.7 points for the winner 
of its tournaments, com¬ 
pared with 34.9 points for 
the winner of regular Eu¬ 
ropean Tour events. 

Add the majors and the 
WGCs, and the winner re¬ 
ceived an average of 54.3 
points on the PGA Tour 
and 44.6 points on the Eu¬ 
ropean Tour. 

The BMW PGA Cham¬ 
pionship at Wentworth is 
guaranteed 64 points as 
the flagship even on the 
European Tour. After that, 
the strongest fields on the 
European Tour (based on 
points awarded the win¬ 
ner) were Abu Dhabi and 
the season-ending event in 
Dubai (58 points), and the 
BMW Masters in Shanghai 
(56). 

The Players Champion¬ 
ship gets 80 points as the 
PGA Tour’s flagship event. 
That was followed by The 
Barclays and Deutsche 
Bank Championship (74), 
the BMW Championship 
(70), Memorial (68), and the 
Northern Trust Open and 
Tour Championship (62). 


Along with attracting 
the best from all over the 
world — the top 28 players 
in the world are PGA Tour 
members — it is helped 
immensely in the ranking 
by the FedEx Cup playoffs. 
Those events are nearly as 
strong as WGCs. 

An argument could be 
made that The Barclays 
features the strongest field 
of any PGA Tour event, 
including The Players 
Championship. It might 
not have as many players 
from the top 50 or top 100 
in the world ranking, but 
it has the top 125 players 
based on current form. 

Take a bow, Nick Wat¬ 
ney. 

TIME TO RECHARGE: 

Before winning his final 
event of the year at Sher¬ 
wood, Graeme McDowell 
talked all week about how 
badly he was in need of a 
10-week break. 

He feels he made a mis¬ 
take by playing the first 
FedEx Cup playoff event, 
and that he was out of gas 
even in the high-charged 
atmosphere of the Ryder 
Cup. And that concerned 
him. He says he played so 
much this year that he lost 
an estimated 10 percent of 
what he calls his “buzzi- 
ness.” 

“I love the sport. I love 
to play,” he said. “But too 


much a good thing ... you 
start going through the 
motions. I don’t want to 
be like that. I want to get 
my excitement level up for 
the game.” 

McDowell wants to cut 
back on his schedule, aim¬ 
ing for about 26 tourna¬ 
ments a year on two tours. 
But where to cut back is 
going to difficult, for there 
are too many good tourna¬ 
ments, especially at the 
end of the year. 

“The end of the year has 
become a joke,” he said. 
“It’s almost too much golf.” 

Being among the top 50 
in the world and having 
Europe as his home tour 
(meaning he doesn’t need 
releases from the PGA 
Tour), McDowell said he 
gets to cherry-pick the 
tournaments he plays. But 
there are so many impor¬ 
tant events to him that he 
can’t get to some places he 
would like to play. 

That includes the Me¬ 
morial at Muirfield Village. 

“I’m dying to go there,” 
McDowell said. “But I 
looked at the schedule and, 
nope, I can’t go.” 

To play Muirfield Vil¬ 
lage would mean four 
straight weeks in three 
countries, and no doubt 
would cost him plenty of 
“buzziness.”

Twitter offers users a little bit of history: A scrapbook of past tweets

SAN FRANCISCO - Twitter is of¬ 
fering its more than 200 million 
users a chance to keep a digital 
scrapbook of all their tweets. 

The tool, announced this 
week, is designed to make it 
easier for people to review 
all their activity on Twitter’s 
trend-setting messaging ser¬ 
vice. 

When it’s available, the 
downloading option will appear 
at the bottom of each user’s set¬ 
tings menu. 


Twitter, which is based in 
San Francisco, said it may 
take a several weeks, or even 
months, before everyone gets 
the feature. 

After a records request is 
made, users will receive an 
email on how to download their 
personal archive. For Twitter’s 
earliest users, the records date 
back to 2006 when Twitter 
started. 

Twitter users already have 
been able to peruse their past 
tweets by navigating to their 
personal profile page. But go¬ 


ing that route is more cum¬ 
bersome because it requires 
scrolling down a page that can 
sometimes be slow to display 
additional tweets. 

The company said that us¬ 
ers who download their entire 
histories should find it easier 
to search for particular tweets 
and organize the messages — 
by month, for example. 

The new tool also should 
serve as a reminder that a copy 
of everything people have 
tweeted still resides on Twit¬ 
ter’s computers. 


Other widely used services, 
such as Facebook’s popular 
social network, also have been 
creating digital portraits of 
people’s lives as more content 
gets posted on their sites. Face- 
book gives its more than 1 billon 
users the option to download 
everything they have shared 
on the service. It has become 
easier this year for Facebook 
users to look at their past mus- 
ings and photos as the service 
converted people’s profiles into 
a timeline that sorts content by 
the month it was shared. 


Path, another social network 
founded by former Facebook 
executive Dave Morin, is also 
trying to position itself as a 
treasure chest of memories. A 
new feature released Thursday 
in an update to Path’s’ mobile 
app allows users to search their 
past posts on devices running 
on Apple and Android software. 
The content can be quickly 
retrieved by typing in their 
names’ friends, a specific event 
or time of year, or just a phrase 
encapsulating a vacation high¬ 
light, such as “hiking in Kauai.”

And that is disquieting 
for gun control advocates. 

Rep. Steven Israel, 
D-NY, said the prospect of 
such guns becoming real¬ 
ity is reason enough for the 
renewal of the Undetect¬ 
able Firearms Act, which 
makes it illegal to build 
guns that can’t be detected 
by X-ray or metallic scan¬ 
ners. That law expires at 
the end of 2013. 

At least one group, De¬ 
fense Distributed, is claim¬ 
ing to have created down¬ 
loadable weapon parts 
that can be built using the 
increasingly popular new- 
generation of printer that 
can create 3-D objects with 
moving parts. 

University of Texas 
law student Cody Wilson, 
24-year-old “Wiki Weap¬ 
ons” project leader for 
Defense Distributed, says 


the group last month test 
fired a semiautomatic AR- 
15 rifle — one of the weap¬ 
on-types used in the Con¬ 
necticut school massacre. 
Video posted by the group 
on YouTube indicates the 
gun was built with some 
key parts created on a 3-D 
printer and fired six times 
before it broke. 

No independent observ¬ 
er verified the test. Federal 
firearms regulators said 
they are aware of the tech¬ 
nology’s gun-making po¬ 
tential but do not believe 
an entire weapon has yet 
been made. 

Still, Israel said the De¬ 
fense Distributed effort 
was chilling. 


When the Undetectable 
Firearms Act was last re¬ 
newed in 2003, “a gun made 
by a 3-D printer was like a 
Star Trek episode, but now 
we know it’s real,” he said. 

Even with gun control 
pushed to the top of the 
national political conver¬ 
sation, Wilson is steadfast 
about reaching his goal of 
making a fully download¬ 
able gun. 

Wilson was saddened 
by the Connecticut school 
attack but said Thursday 
that protecting the right 
to bear arms by giving ev¬ 
eryone access to guns is 
more important in the long 
term than a single horrible 
crime. 


Facebook coupons: Gotta like 
it: You are what you click

The deals tempt Karen Gunter just sec¬ 
onds after she opens her Facebook page: 
20 percent off at Old Navy, a free drink at 
Caribou Coffee. 

When she clicks the links to claim the 
digital coupons, she automatically shares 
the offers with all of her bargain-hunting 
friends on Facebook. 

“I love it,” said Gunter, of Champlin, 
Minn., who compiles deals at Creative- 
Couponing.com. “Just by ‘liking’ Facebook 
pages you can find the deals. It’s amazing.” 

There are plenty of bargains to be had 
on social media this holiday season, from 
discounts at Macy’s to coupons for free 
panties at Victoria’s Secret. But there’s a 
catch: By claiming a discount, you end up 
shilling for the company that offered it. 

Collect a coupon from a retailer’s Face- 
book page, and a status update of the 
transaction will appear in your friends’ 
newsfeeds. “Like” a company, and your 
endorsement might pop up next to a Face- 
book ad. Tweet about a brand — prepare to 
be retweeted. 

While many people are perfectly hap¬ 
py to make electronic endorsements or 
“share” an offer to save some cash, others 
balk at becoming part of an advertising 
campaign and get annoyed with the digi¬ 
tal junk mail invading their social-media 
channels. 

“That’s not what people want on their 
Facebook accounts,” said Betsy Anderson, 
who teaches social media in advertising 
and public relations at the University of 
St. Thomas. 


Social-media users embrace companies 
that reward followers and build online 
communities, but not those that just pitch 
products, Anderson said. 

Savvy social-media users, many of 
whom carefully cultivate their online im¬ 
age, also consider what their “likes” say 
about them. 

“If you’re more conscious about how 
you’re (perceived), you might be more cau¬ 
tious about what you ‘like’ or don’t ‘like,’” 
said Hyunjoo Im, a University of Minne¬ 
sota assistant professor who studies retail 
consumer behavior. 

That personal connection is a reason 
Dan Hylton, 41, from Minneapolis, said he 
keeps his “likes” and deal-seeking focused 
on local shops or restaurants. 

“If I’m going to broadcast something and 
put it out to everybody I know, I take some 
pride in the content I’m delivering,” he said. 

Sarah Luttman, 33, of Eden Prairie, and 
Leah Steidl, 34, of Minneapolis, admit that 
they are sometimes leery of clicking on 
ads. Hoaxes have been known to travel 
quickly on social media, just as they do by 
email, luring people to give up personal 
information in exchange for free iPads or 
other prizes that are too good to be true. 

There’s little doubt that such deals are 
attractive to many consumers, as the ads 
ricochet around virtual social networks, 
traveling faster than they ever would have 
through old-fashioned word-of-mouth. 

Gunter said she doesn’t mind pitching a 
company’s product to get a deal online. To 
her, it’s the same as handing a coupon to a 
friend. Except that there are more virtual 
coupons to go around and less work with 
clicking instead of clipping.

2012 another weather record-setter

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WASHINGTON - As 2012 
began, winter in the U.S. 
went AWOL. Spring and 
summer arrived early 
with wildfires, blistering 
heat and drought. And fall 
hit the eastern third of the 
country with the ferocity 
of Superstorm Sandy. 

This past year’s weath¬ 
er was deadly, costly and 
record-breaking every¬ 
where — but especially in 
the United States. 

If that sounds familiar, it 
should. The previous year 
also was one for the record 
books. 

“We’ve had two years 
now of some angry 
events,” said Deke Arndt, 
U.S. National Climatic 
Data Center monitoring 
chief. “I’m hoping that 2013 
is really boring.” 

In 2012 many of the 
warnings scientists have 
made about global warm¬ 
ing went from dry stud¬ 
ies in scientific journals 
to real-life video played 
before our eyes: Record 
melting of the ice in the 
Arctic Ocean. U.S. cit¬ 
ies baking at 95 degrees 
or hotter. Widespread 
drought. Flooding. Storm 
surge inundating swaths 
of New York City. 

All of that was predicted 
years ago by climate sci¬ 
entists and all of that hap¬ 
pened in 2012. 

“What was predicted 
was there would be more 
of these things,” said Mi¬ 
chel Jarraud, secretary 
general for the World Me¬ 
teorological Organization. 

Globally, five countries 
this year set heat records, 
but none set cold records. 
2012 is on track to be the 
warmest year on record in 
the United States. World¬ 
wide, the average through 
November suggests it will 
be the eighth warmest 
since global record-keep¬ 
ing began in 1880. 

July was the hottest 
month in record-keeping 
U.S. history, averaging 77.6 
degrees. Over the year, 
more than 69,000 local heat 
records were set — includ¬ 
ing 356 locations in 34 states 
that hit their highest-ever 
temperature mark. 

America’s heartland 
lurched from one extreme 
to the other without stop¬ 
ping at “normal.” Historic 
flooding in 2011 gave way 
to devastating drought in 
2012. 

“The normal has 
changed, I guess,” said 
U.S. National Weather 
Service acting director 
Laura Furgione. “The 
normal is extreme.” 

While much of the U.S. 
struggled with drought 
that conjured memories 
of the Dust Bowl, parts of 
Africa, Russia, Pakistan, 
Colombia, Australia and 
China dealt with the oth¬ 
er extreme: deadly and 
expensive flooding.

But the most troubling 
climate development this 
year was the melting at 
the top of the world, Jar¬ 
raud said. Summer sea 
ice in the Arctic shrank 
to 18 percent below the 
previous record low. The 
normally ice-packed Arc¬ 
tic passages were open 
to shipping much of the 
summer, more than ever 
before, and a giant Rus¬ 
sian tanker carrying liq¬ 
uefied natural gas made a 
delivery that way to prove 
how valuable this route 
has become, said Mark 
Serreze, director of the 
National Snow and Ice 
Data Center. 

Also in Greenland, 97 
percent of the surface ice 
sheet had some melting. 
Changes in the Arctic al¬ 
ter the rest of the world’s 
weather and “melting of 
the ice means an amplify¬ 
ing of the warming,” Jar¬ 
raud said. 

There were other 
weather extremes no 
one predicted: A Euro¬ 
pean winter cold snap 
that killed more than 800 
people. A bizarre sum¬ 
mer windstorm called a 
derecho in the U.S. mid- 
Atlantic that left millions 
without power. Antarctic 
sea ice that inched to a 
record high. More than a 
foot of post-Thanksgiving 
rain in the western U.S. 
Super Typhoon Bopha, 
which killed hundreds of 
people in the Philippines 
and was the southern¬ 
most storm of its kind. 

The United States has 
had “some quiet years 
while the rest of the 
world was quite wild,” 
but that’s not the case 
this year, Arndt said. In¬ 
surance giant Munich Re 
in a report this fall con¬ 
cluded: “Nowhere in the 
world is the rising num¬ 
ber of annual natural ca¬ 
tastrophes more evident 
than in North America.” 

In 2011, the United 
States set a record with 
14 billion-dollar weather

disasters. The National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration has a pre¬ 
liminary count of 11 such 
disasters this year. And 
NOAA’s official climate 
extreme index, which 
tallies disasters and rare 
events like super-hot 
days, is on pace to set its 
own record. 

Arndt points to the 
geographic heart of 
America, the Mississippi 
River, as emblematic. 

On May 6, 2011, the 
Mississippi River at New 
Madrid, Mo., crested at 
its highest point on re¬ 
cord. Less than 16 months 
later on Aug. 30,2012, the 
same spot on the river 
was more than 53 feet 
lower, hitting an all-time 
low water mark. 

The U.S. went through 
the same lurching ex¬ 
tremes on tornadoes. 
Those storms killed 553 
people last year, Fur¬ 
gione said. This year 
began with many torna¬ 
does, then in April they 
just stopped. April to No¬ 
vember, normal tornado 
season, saw the fewest FI 
or stronger tornadoes in 
the U.S. ever. 

“Every year is bringing 
different types of extreme 
weather and climate 
events,” NOAA chief 
Jane Lubchenco said. “All 
storms today are happen¬ 
ing in a climate-altered 
world.” 

Not everything is con¬ 
nected to man-made 
global warming, climate 
scientists say. Some, like 
tornadoes, have no scien¬ 
tifically discernible con¬ 
nection. Others, like the 
East Coast superstorm, 
will be studied to see if 
climate change is a cause, 
although scientists say 
rising sea levels clearly 
worsened flooding. They 
are more convinced that 
the heat waves of last 
summer are connected 
to global warming. 

These are “clearly not 
freak events,” but “sys- 
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temic changes,” said 
climate scientist Stefan 
Rahmstorf of the Pots¬ 
dam Institute in Germa¬ 
ny. “With all the extremes 
that, really, every year 
in the last 10 years have 
struck different parts of 
the globe, more and more 
people absolutely realize 
that climate change is 
here and already hitting 
us.” 

In 1988, NASA scien¬ 
tist James Hansen, some¬ 
times called the godfa¬ 
ther of global warming 
science, ran computer 
models that predicted the 
decade of the 2010s would 
see many more 95-degree 
or hotter days and much 
fewer subfreezing days. 
This year made Hansen’s 
predictions seemed like 
underestimates. For ex¬ 
ample, he predicted that 
in the 2010s Memphis 
would have on average 
26 days of more than 95 
degrees. This year there 
were 47. 

Scientists — both those 
studying global warming 
and those studying hur¬ 
ricanes — have warned 
for more than a decade 
about a hurricane with big 
storm surge hitting New 
York City and flooding the 
subways. That happened 
with Sandy. Though it 
was never a major hurri¬ 
cane, it stretched across 
nearly 1,000 miles in 
the U.S., bringing storm 
surges, power outages to 
millions and even snow. 
Sandy killed more than 
125 people in the United 
States and at least 70 in 
the Caribbean. 

For decades, scientists 
have predicted extensive 
droughts from global 
warming. This year, the 
drought of 2012 was so 
extensive that nearly 2,300 
counties — in almost ev¬ 
ery state — were declared 
agriculture disasters. At 
one point this summer 
more than 65 percent of 
the Lower 48 was suffer¬ 
ing from drought.

Vehicle prep, alertness 
keys to safe travel

With winter weather 
having moved into the re¬ 
gion and bringing colder 
temperatures, snow and 
ice to Kentucky’s road¬ 
ways, Kentucky Farm Bu¬ 
reau Insurance Companies 
advised drivers to use 
extreme caution on their 
regular commutes. 

Slushy accumulations 
and icy patches may make 
roadways difficult to navi¬ 
gate, reduce tire traction, 
increase required braking 
distances and, at times, 
may limit driver visibility. 
Motorists must take extra 
caution when headed out 
under these conditions. 

Farm Bureau offers tips 
on both vehicle preparation 
and driving methods: 

VEHICLE PREP 

Tire treads: Special 
treads on snow tires pro¬ 
vide optimal grip on icy 
roads, but at a minimum 
regular tires should be 
inspected to insure that 
an appropriate amount of 
tread is available on each 
wheel. 

Air pressure: Measure 
the air pressure of each tire 
to make sure it is filled to 
the manufacturer’s suggest¬ 
ed PSI (pounds per square 
inch). The PSI is listed in 
the owner’s manual as well 
as on a label found on the 
inside of the driver’s door. 

Fluid levels: The salt 
and sand on the road that 
comes with winter weath¬ 
er removal often ends up 
on windshields, making it 
is essential to have a full 
windshield washer reser¬ 
voir of no-freeze washer 
fluid. Additional checks on 
the engine’s coolant system 
should also be made to spot 
leaks and make sure enough 
coolant is in the reservoir to 
withstand the colder winter 
temperatures. 

Windshield wipers: Vi¬ 
sion on the roadways is 
imperative but not always 
possible if a vehicle’s wind¬ 
shield wipers are worn. 


Replace wipers before the 
snow and ice hits. 

Battery: It takes more 
power to start a vehicle 
in cold weather than in 
warmer conditions, and 
battery power drops as tem¬ 
peratures get colder. Have a 
mechanic check the charge 
on the vehicle’s battery and 
keep jumper cables handy 
for those extra cold morn¬ 
ings. 

Gas tank: Fuel line freeze 
up is a wintertime head¬ 
ache in many driveways. 
Keep a vehicle’s tank at 
least two-thirds full during 
the winter. 

Headlights, mirrors and 
windows: Drivers should al¬ 
ways remove ice and snow 
from all mirrors, windows 
and head and taillights be¬ 
fore pulling onto the road. 
The importance of being 
able to see and be seen on 
the road cannot be overem¬ 
phasized. Never pour wa¬ 
ter on windows as this may 
cause the glass to shatter. 

DRIVING TIPS 

Check road conditions: 

Depending on the severity 
of the storm, some roads 
may be closed, blocked or 
extremely backed up. Plan 
the best route to travel be¬ 
fore leaving home. 

To check Kentucky road 
conditions in advance, vis¬ 
it 511.ky.gov or call 511 or 
1-866-737-3767. Information 
on conditions in all state is 
available at www.fhwa.dot. 
gov/trafficinfo. 

Allow extra travel time: 
When wintry weather 
covers Kentucky roads, 
everyone’s commute time 
slows down. Drivers should 
take the time to completely 
uncover their vehicle, leave 
early whenever possible 
and allow plenty of time to 
arrive at their destination. 

Leave more space be¬ 
tween vehicles: Coming 
to a complete stop in the 
snow may require up to 
four times as much room as 
it would in dry conditions. 
Avoid crashes by allowing 
more space on the road.

Today’s highlight in history: 

On Dec. 26,1972, the 33rd president 
of the United States, Harry S. Truman, 
died in Kansas City, Mo., at age 88. 

On this date: 

In 1908, Jack Johnson became the 
first African-American boxer to win 
the world heavyweight champion¬ 
ship as he defeated Canadian Tommy 
Burns in Sydney, Australia. 

In 1941, during World War II, Win¬ 
ston Churchill became the first British 
prime minister to address a joint 
meeting of the U.S. Congress. 

In 1966, Kwanzaa was first celebrated. 

In 1996, 6-year-old beauty queen 
JonBenet Ramsey was found beaten 
and strangled in the basement of her 
family’s home in Boulder, Colo. (To 
date, the slaying remains unsolved.) 

Five years ago: Six people were 
found dead at a rural property east of 
Seattle; the property owners’ daughter 
and her boyfriend were arrested. 

One year ago: A missing 9-year-old 
Indiana girl, Aliahna Maroney-Lem- 
mon, was found dead, and the family 
friend who’d been watching her was 
charged with murder. (Michael Plu- 
madore, who confessed to fatally blud¬ 
geoning and dismembering Aliahna, 
was later sentenced to life in prison.
